PREFACE 


It  has  been  difficult  to  get  all  the  information  and  detailed 
records  necessary  to  compile  a  history  of  this  kind  dealing  as  it  does 
with  different  branches  of  the  family.  There  will  no  doubt  be  some 
inaccuracies  and  possibly  some  omissions.  In  some  instances  the  pro¬ 
cured  records  did  not  agree,  but  in  the  main  they  did,  Mo3t'of  the 
records  received  were  taken  from  Family  Bibles.  As  you  know,  it  was 
a  custom  in  the  old  days  to  preserve  the  records  in  that  manner. 

We  are  sorry  not  to  have  been  able  to  get  more  information  re¬ 
garding  the  Adam3,  Johnston,  and  Young  families.  The  records  we  had 
access  to  were  not  given  in  detail  about  them  and  we  were  unable  to 
find  others.  I  remember  that  Mother,  Susie  and  I  visited  the  John 
Adamses  of  Washington  in  1877.  We  had  a  pleasant  time  and  I  have  a 
distinct  recollection  that  the  three  girls  of  the  household  had  what 
seemed  thousands  of  doll  dresses  mostily  made  of  paper. 
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My  wife’s  maiden  name  was  Nona  E.  Adams,  Her  father,  Thomas 
Adams,  was  born  at  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  in  1843  --  one  year  after 
his  parents  emigrated  to  America.  They  came  from  County  Antrum, 
Ireland,  in  1842,  There  is  a  possibility  of  some  distant  connection 
between  the  families,  1364078 

James  Campbell  Long  of  Lompoc,  California,  is  the  oldest  sur¬ 
viving  member  of  the  clan,  and  enjoys  life  well  for  one  of  his  years  -- 
always  cheerful,  is  quite  active  physically  and  mentally,  and- in  church 
v/ork,  Maggie  Wyant  of  Bedford,  Iowa,  is  next,  having  passed  her  82nd 
birthday  is  quite  active  --  cleaves  to  the  principles  of  religion 
taught  her  in  her  childhood.  John  C,  Long  of  Fowler  is  next  in  point 
of  age,  having  reached  the  80th  milestone.  He  has  been  and  still  is 
active  in  business  circles  and  has  probably  accumulated  more  wealth 
than  any  surviving  Long  --  has  been  most  generous  in  helping  those  who 
have  been  less  fortunate.

The  individuals  mentioned  in  the  following  history  are  all  de¬ 
scendants  of  James  Long,  Sr.  and  Elizabeth  Jane  (Todd)  Long. 

James  Long,  Sr.  was  born  in  Armaugh  County,  Ireland  on  June  13, 
1779,  and  passed  away  August  13,  1864  at  their  home  in  Irishtown, 
Pennsylvania.  He  was  buried  in  the  Springfield  United  Presbyterian 
Church  cemetery  just  back  of  the  church,  and  at  the  head  of  his  grave 
is  a  flat  tombstone,  very  old,  upon  which  is  inscribed  "James  Long"  and 
"Elizabeth  Jane  Long".  It  does  not  designate  that  they  were  husband 
and  wife  but  we  assume  that  they  were.  This  cemetery  is  only  a  short 
distance  from  Irishtown,  Pa. 

Elizabeth  Jane  (Todd)  Long  was  born  in  Armaugh  County,  Ireland 
in  1791.  Passed  away  in  1848  at  the  age  of  fifty  seven  years.  She  and 
James  Long  came  to  America  with  their  families  in  1798,  located  at 
Irishtown,  Pa.,  and  were  married  there  in  1807,  She  was  but  sixteen 
years  of  age.  They  kept  the  post  office  in  their  home.  James*  brother 
Andrew  and  an  older  sister  left  Ireland  at  the  same  time  --  the  sister 
went  to  Canada.  Her  brother  James  received  a  letter  from  her  in  1856. 

To  James  and  Elizabeth  Jane  (Todd)  Long  were  born  eleven  *  children 
in  the  following  order:  John,  Elizabeth,  Jane,  William,  Robert,  James 
Jr.,  George,  Andrew,  Mary  Jane,  Hugh  (father  of  the  author  of  this  gene- 
ology)  and  Marshall. 

John,  first  born  of  James  and  Elizabeth  Jane  (Todd)  Long,  was 
born  September  17,  1808.  Married  Rebecca  McElhaney.  Passed  away  May 
15,  1836.

The  second  child,  a  daughter  named  Elizabeth,  w as  born  December 
26,  1810.  Married  John  McClelland  June  18,  1833.  Her  death  occurred 
January  30,  1849.  Her  husband,  John,  was  born  December  8,  1808  and  was 
killed  by  a  rebel  sharpshooter  during  the  Civil  War,  his  death  occurring 
on  September  4,  1864.  To  this  couple  were  born  seven  children  in  the 
following  order:  William  ("Billie")  who  was  born  May  31,  1834  —  died 
November  21,  1911.  He  married  Esther  Strain  who  was  born  September  11, 
1841  --  passed  away  October  14,  1833.  Their  first  born  v/as  John  Stewart 
v/hose  birth  date  was  June  30,  1867.  He  v/as  born  at  Crav/f ordsville ,  Iowa 
and  passed  away  at  Selma,  California  July  1,  1931.  On  September  16, 
1902,  he  v/as  married  to  Laura  Agnes  Robinson  who  was  the  daughter  of 
James  L.  and  Letticia  Lytle  (Varree)  Robinson,  and  was  born  May  9,  1875. 
The  marriage  took  place  at  Brighton,  Iowa,  which  is  also  the  birthplace 
of  Laura  Agnes.  To  Jolin  and  Agnes  McClelland  were  born  three  children: 
Laura  R.,  born  March  16,  1906,  .t  Brighton,  Iowa  and  died  there  the 
same  month.  The  second  child  v/as  John  Archibald,  also  born  at  Brighton, 
Iowa,  his  birth  occurring  June  10,  1907.  He  was  married  on  June  17, 
1938,  to  Burta  Byrne  Orris on,  daughter  of  Charles  Edward  and  Lunda 
Belle  (Byrne)  Orrison.  They  have  no  children.  Now  reside  at  1466 
Vagedes,  Fresno,  California.  John  A.  McClelland  served  for  three  years 
in  World  War  II  and  had  the  rank  of  Corporal, 
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The  third  child  of  John  and  Agnes  McClelland  was  Esther  Agnes, 
born  July  28,  1909  at  Romeo,  Colorado.  Married  at  Monterey,  California 
on  October  28,  1939  to  Ralph  Kill  Reynolds,  who  was  born  June  1,  1913  at 
Fresno,  California.  His  parents  are  Robert  W.  and  Dazel  lone  (Hill) 
Reynolds.  To  this  couple  were  born  four  children  --  a  pair  of  twins, 
Judith  Gail  and  Sandra  Lee,  born  November  20,  1940.  Sandra  Lee  passed 
away  November  26,  1940.  The  third  child,  Joyce  Ann,  was  born  November 
26,  1942  and  died  August  10,  1943.  James  Stewart  Reynolds  was  born  April 
28,  1944.  All  the  children  were  born  at  Fresno,  California.  The  family 
now  reside  at  345  Houston  Street,  Coalinga,  California. 

The  second  child  of  William  and  Esther  McClelland  was  Sadie  Ann, 
born  December  25,  1868  --  passed  away  July  11,  1907.  Not  married. 

Margaret  Elizabeth  born  March  9,  1870  (?)  --  passed  away 
September  2,  1928.  She  married  a  man  named  Lindsay.  They  had  one  son, 
Robert  Grant  Lindsay.  The  father  died  and  the  mother  married  A.  R, 

Speer . 

Bertha  Jane,  born  July  12,  1874,  married  Mark  Gilbreath  Campbell 
III,  November* 19,  1902  at  Brighton  Iowa*  Their  further  history  appears 
with  his . 

The  fifth  child  of  William- and  Esther  McClelland  was  a  daughter 
named  Elcie  Eve,  born  November  28,  1877.  Married  Earl  Kendricks.  They 
have  one  son,  Hugh. 

The  sixth  child  was  James  Wilbert,  born  May  20,  1879.  Married 
Dora  Brinning  in  1909.  No  family. 

The  seventh  child  was  Frank  Garfield  born  September  9,  1880.  His 
family  consists  of  a  son,  Cloyce  Keith,  by  a  first  marriage,  and  three 
children  — -  Marion,  Eugene,  and  Ruth  by  a  second  marriage..  After  the 
death  of  his  second  wife  ho  remarried.  His  third  wife  is  still  living. 

The  second  child  of  Elizabeth  and  John  McClelland  was  Mary  Jane 
v/ho  was  born  October  26,  1837  --  passed  away  June  30,  1842. 

The  third  child  of  Elizabeth  and  John  was  Robert  McClelland  born 
October  8,  1839  --  died  October  26,  1845. 

The  fourth  child,  Margaret,  was  born  September  28,  1841  --  passed 
away  March  11,  1851. 

The  fifth  child,  George,  born  January  26,  1844  —  passed  away  in 
January  1910.  He  never  married  --  was  a  minister  of  tho  Presbyterian 
church. 

The  sixth  child  was  Hugh  McClelland  who  was  born  May  22,  1846. 

He  was  also  a  minister  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  his  ministry  continu¬ 
ing  for  some  fifty  years.  He  married  Emma  Quay,  He  married  a  second 
time  but  details  could  not  be  obtained  regarding  his  marriages.  He 
passed  away  about  1920  --  had  no  children. 
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The  seventh  child  of  Elizabeth  and  John  McClelland  was  James  Long, 
born  April  15,  1852  in  Pennsylvania,  He  was  married  at  Visalia, 

California  on  July  20,  1078  to  Sophia  Josephine  Byrd  who  was  born 

September  13,  1861,  Her  parents  were  Jesse  Albert  Byrd  of  Alabama,  and 
Isabelle  Sanders  of  Tennessee*  James  Long  McClelland  was  highly  intel¬ 
lectual  and  an  ardent  student  all  his  life.  His  death  occurred  January 
27,  1932  at  Los  Banos,  California  at  which  place  his  body  was  interred* 

He  graduated  from  High  School  in  Monmouth,  Illinois,  in  1372  or  73,  and 

later  from  two  Medical  Colleges,  namely;  -  Hahnemann  Medical  College  of 

the  Pacific  in  1884,  and  from  Cooper  (now  Lane  Stanford)  in  1897.  His 
wife  was  also  a  student,  having  graduated  from  High  School  and  from  two 
Medical  colleges  --  Hahnemann  College  of  the  Pacific  in  1884  and  from 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  1900.  All  the  above  named  colleges 
were  located  in  San  Francisco,  California*  To  this  couple  were  born 
three  children:  Isabelle  Elizabeth  March  5,  1882  at  Oakhurst,  Fresno 
County,  CaL  ifornia  --  was  married  on  January  17,  1910  to  Harry  Christian 
Hansen  who  was  born  at  Watsonville,  California  in  1873.  To  them  were 
born  five  children  --  Harry  Lee  born  January  5,  1913  at  Bingham,  Utah; 
Catherine,  born  February  3,  1914;  Robert  McClelland,  born  January  27, 
1916,  and  twin  daughters,  Esther  Margaret  and  Ruth  Byrd,  born  on 
November  4,  1918,.  All  are  married,  Harry  Lee  to  Virginia  Olds; 

Catherine  to  Col,  Perry  Priest  of  the  U.S,  Army  stationed  at  Ft.  Bliss, 
Texas;  Robert  McClelland  to  Fern  Hampton;  Esther  Margaret  to  Ed  Rada; 
and  Ruth  Byrd  to  Munson  Dowd.  Robert  McClelland  is  also  a  practising 
physician  and  served  his  country  in  the  recent  war.  Elizabeth  Isabelle 
and  her  family  made  their  home  for  many  years  at  Yarrington,  Nevada  where 
her  husband  was  engaged  in  business  and  where  -he  passed  away  on  April 
26,  1946,  Isabelle  taught  in  the  public  schools  before  her  marriage, 
and  since  her  husbands  death  has  resumed  her  profession. 


Josephine  Esther  McClelland  daughter  of  Drs.  James  Long  and 
Sophia  (Byrd)  McClelland,  was  born  in  Oakland,  California  January  7, 

1884.  Was  educated  for  teaching  which  profession  she  followed  for  a  few 
years.  On  February  8,  1908  she  was  married  at  Fresno,  California  to 
Nathan  Weston  Blanchard  II.  who  was  born  at  Santa  Paula,  California  on 
October  16,  1883  and  passed  away  February  5,  1932.  His  parents  were 
Nathan  Weston  Blanchard  I.  and  Ann  Elizabeth  (Hobbs)  Blanchard..  To 
Nathan  and  Esther  were  born  three  sons  in  the  following  order;  -  Nathan 
Weston  III.,  born  November  19,  1908  at  Santa  Paula,  California,.  Was 
married  to  Barbara  Weston,  who  was  born  at  Santa  Clara,  California  June 
4,  1910  (?)  and  is  the  daughter  of  Samuel  H,  and  Louise  Eastman  Weston.

The  second  son  of  Nathan  II.  and  Esther  was  born  January  1,  1912. 
Married  Susana  Sheridan  who  was  born  July  3,  1916  at  Ventura,  California. 
They  were  married  at  Ventura  June  5,  1936.  A  second  marriage  took  place 
September  27,  1942  at  Santa  Barbara,  California,  to  Carolyn  Smith  who 
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was  born  June  18,  The  second  son  was  named  Dean  Hobbs  and  is  an 

Ornithologist  and  world  collector  and  traveller.  Attended  University  of 
California  but  did  not  graduate  --  also  attended  Thacher  School,  Has 
accumulated  a  special  bird  collection  from  Etheopia  and  South  America, 
also  unusual  pictures  from  out  of  the  way  places.  He  has  two  children, 
Robert  Sheridan,  by  the  first  marriage  and  born  December  8,  1938,  at 
Santa  Barbara,  California,  By  the  second  marriage,  Esther  Pringle,  born 
December  19,  1943,  at  Santa  Barbara,  California,  The  family  reside  at 
Santa  Barbara. 

The  third  son  of  Nathan  II  and  Esther,  is  Eliot  McClelland  Blanchard 
and  was  born  at  Santa  Paula,  as  were  all  their  children.  He  was  born 
July  7,  1914,  Married  Elizabeth  Hunger,  daughter  of  John  and  Ella 
(Wyleman)  Hunger,  on  June  19,  1937,  at  Fillmore,  California.  They  have 
two  children  —  James  Eliot,  born  July  1,  1940,  and  John  William,  born 
April  17,  1942.  Both  wore  born  at  Santa  Paula,.  California.  Eliot 
McClelland  Blanchard  is  a  graduate  of  Thacher  School  of  Ojai,  and  of 
Stanford  University  —  also  a  graduate  law  student  of  Stanford  University, 
Practiced  law  in  Los  Angeles  two  and  one-»half  years  --  v/ent  into  the 
service  and  became  Naval  First  Lieutenant,  did  Military  Government  work 
in  Guam.  Later  entered  into  agricultural  work  in  Ventura  County, 
California.  The  family  reside  at  Santa  Paula,  California, 

On  November  12,  1933,  Esther  entered  into  a  second  marriage,  this

A  daughter  from  a  previous  marriage,  Matilda,  married 
Thomas  McKco  February  14,  1856,  The  Walkers  had  two  sons  --  one  of  them 
died  while  very  young,  the  other  married  Mary  Ann  Todd,  and  to  them  were 
born  two  children  —  a  daughter  Margaret,  who  passed  away  in  early  life, 
and  a  son,  John,  They  lived  near  Irishtown,  Pennsylvania. 

William  Long,  fourth  child  of  James  and  Elizabeth  Long,  was  born 
in  Irishtown,  Pennsylvania,  August  18,  1815,  passed  away  April  17,  1876.

JAMES  CAMPBELL  LONG 

James  Campbell  Long  was  born  November  30,  1853,  on  the  James  Long, 
Sr.,  farm  just  north  of  the  White  Oak  Knott  school.  The  farm  was 
located  in  Finley  Township,  Mercer  County,  Pa.  When  seven  years  of 
age  he  attended  the  school  referred  to  and  hich  school  all  his  five 
brothers  and  three  sisters  attended  later.  At  eleven  years  of  age  he 
made  his  home  with  his  Grandmother,  Anna  Adams  Campbell,  and  attended 
for  the  two  following  years,  the  Cape  Horn  School.  At  thirteen  years 
of  age  he  w as  sent  to  Wilmington  College,  Wilmington,  Lawrence  County, 
Pa.  He  pursued  his  studios  here  for  two  years,  then  went  to  his  Aunt 
Rebecca  Longls  homo  in  Sandy  Lake,  where  ho  attended  a  private  school 
for  one  year.  Following  this  he  attended  the  State  College  at  Erie, 
Pennsylvania,  where  in  a  few  months  he  acquired  a  school  teacher Ts 
certificate.  At  seventeen  years  of  age  he  taught  school  at  New  Vernon, 
Mercer  County,  Pa.

They  procured 
a  building  and  contents  of  a  General  Store  at  Jackson  Center,  Pa.,  in 
which  business  they  engaged  for  three  years  when  there  occurred  a 
miners1  strike  in  the  mines  at  that  place  and  they  sold  the  store.  He 
then  emigrated  to  Jetmore,  Kansas,  where  he  was  offered  a  clerkship 
in  a  general  clothing  store,  which  position  he  held  for  a  number  of 
years.  Removing  from  there  in  1894,  he  became  manager  of  a  store  in 
Clerafield,  Iowa,  In  1896  he  removed  to  Fresno,  California,  where  he 
for  three  years  engaged  in  an  Undertaking  and  Furniture  business.  He 
then  sold  his  interest  in  this  business , went  to  Lompoc,  California,, 
where  he  again  entered  into  the  Undertaking  and  Furniture  business  and 
continued  to  operate  this  business  for  twenty  years,  when  he  sold  the 
business  and  retired  to  live  on  the  income  of  his  property,  which  was 
considerable.  At  this  time  he  was  about  sixty-five  years  of  age.  He 
kept  active  doing  some  insurance  work,  looking  after  his  property 
interests,  engaging  in  light  physical  labor,  and  in  social  duties.  He 
lived  a  quiet,  but  active  life,  indulging  a  hobby  of  raising  and  attend¬ 
ing  a  flower  garden.  He  kept  up  these  activities , to  a  greater  or  lesser 
extent,  until  the  present  date,  March  2G,  1947.  In  his  ninety-fourth 
year  he  is  still  fairly  active  and  in  good  health.  His  hearing  and 
eyesight  are  not  the  best. 

He  has  been  very  active  in  church  work  and  has  always  been 
connected  with  either  the  United  Presbyterian  or  the  Presbyterian 
denomination  where  he  has  held  the  position  of  elder  for  the  past 
fifty  years,  and  for  many  years  was  Sunday  School  Superintendent  and 
teacher.  He  was  active  in  fraternal  societies — was  a  member  of  I.O.O.F. 
for  many  years;  a  social  and  agrecablo  friend  and  neighbor,  with  little 
self-aggrandizement  or  complaint,  no  matter  what  successes  or  reverses 
he  met.  Very  temperate  in  his  habits  all  his  life,  no  alcohol,  no  smokes 
at  this  time,  but  in  the  earlier  years,  a  moderate  smoker.  In  1885  he 
and  his  wife  visited  us  in  Platte  Valley,  Iowa.  At  that  time  he  smoked 
strong  cigars  and  kept  a  box  of  them  in  his  room.  Brother  Wilbert  got 
some  of  them,  went  out  beside  the  barn  and  smoked  one.  He  became  very 
sick  and  vomited.  He  cautioned  me  with  threats  not  to  tell  about  it. 

I  did  not  tell  local  persons,  but  wrote  my  brother  R.A.,  who  was  in 
California,  all  about  the  incident  and  intrusted  the  letter  to  Wilbert 
for  mailing.  He  opened  it  and  scratched  out  the  story.  Brother  R.  A. 
told  me  ho  got  the  letter  but  could  not  read  a  portion  of  it  as  it  was 
all  blotted  out. 

James  and  Emma  Long  had  one  daughter,  Helen  Ruth,  born  November 
21,  1890,  at  Jetmore,  Kansas.  Was  married  to  James  F.  McCloskey,  Juno 
1917,  Redwood  City,  California,  To  them  were  born  two  children: 
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James  Edward  McCloskey,  February  13,  1918,  at  Lompoc,  California. 
Received  his  earlier  education  in  the  schools  of  Lompoc,  California, 
and  later  entered  the  State  College  at  Santa  Barbara,  where  he  majored 
in  orchestral  work.  His  work  was  interrupted  by  his  entrance  into  the 
U„S.  Army --he  entered  the  signal  corps  of  the  Army  as  a  private,  rose 
to  Sargeant  in  seven  months  and  then  entered  Officer's  Candidate  School- 
gradudated  and  was  discharged  as  a  Lieutenant  in  1946.  He  was  married 
at  West  Palm  Beach,  Florida,  on  Christmas  Eve,  1942,  to  Kathleen  Robina 
Nichols,  of  Oakland,  California,  They  are  now  living  in  Long  Beach, 

New  Jersey,  where  he  is  engaged  in  Teclmical  work. 

The  daughter  of  James  F.  and  Helen  McCloskey,  Catherine  Helen, 
was  born  December  22,  1921,  at  Lompoc,  California.  Received  her  earlier 
educational  training  at  Lompoc  and  later  attended  school  in  Santa  Maria, 
California.  She  keeps  house  for  her  grandfather  with  whom  she  resides, 
and  is  also  employed  in  the  office  of  the  Principal  of  the  Lompoc  High 
School,  holding  quite  a  responsible  position  there.  Her  education  was 
interrupted  from  time  to  time  by  the  illness  of  her  mother,  who  passed 
av/ay  April  5,  1937,  after  a  long  period  of  suffering.  She  is  buried  at 
Lompoc,  California. 

James  F.  McCloskey  is  engaged  in  the  Insurance  business,  and 
handles  the  Farmers  Auto  Insurance  business  at  Santa  Maria,  California, 
and  has  other  business  interests  in  Lompoc,  California. 


MARK  GILBREATH  LONG 

Mark  Gilbreath  Long  was  born  on  the  James  Long,  Sr.  farm  in 
Finley  Township,  Mercer  County,  Pennsylvania,  on  April  1,  1855,  He 
attended  school  at  the  White  Oak  Knott  School  near  his  homo  and  worked 
on  the  farm.  In  1876,  one  year  beforo  his  parents  moved  to  Iowa,  he 
went  to  Washington,  Iowa,  where  he  worked  for  a  library  by  driving  about 
in  a  library  wagon,  d  clivering  and  picking  up  books  for  the  accommo¬ 
dation  of  clients  of  the  library.  He  spent  three  years  in  Washington 
County,  then  went  to  Ringgold  County,  Iowa,  where  his  parents  were 
located  and  there  worked  on  the  Story  and  Goble  farms  in  front  of  the 
family  home.  He  took  charge  of  the  homo  farm  in  1883,  when  the  family 
moved  to  Creston,  Iowa.  In  1884,  late  in  the  fall,  he  went  alone  to 
California,  where  he  found  employment  on  the  Applegarth  farm  near 
Merced,  California.  He  engaged  in  various  jobs  along  agricultural 
lines,  then  with  his  brother,  Robert  Adams  Long,  in  his  transfer 
business  at  Selma,  and  Hanford,  California;  then  he  was  employed  by  a 
lumber  company  in  Hanford  for  several  years,  and  later  purchased  and 
moved  to  a* farm  three  miles  south  of  Hanford.  Later  he  sold  this  farm 
and  bought  another  and  better  farm,  farther  south  where  he  lived  until 
his  death  which  occurred  on  April  7,  1936.  He  was  buried  in  the 
cemetery  tv/o  miles  south  of  Hanford,  in  that  portion  east  of  the  road. 

Mark  Gilbreath  Long  was  a  natural  leader,  ambitious,  enter¬ 
prising,  inclined  to  be  impulsive,  independent,  quick  tempered,  quick 
to  forgive,  did  not  like  detail,  mentally  active,  aggressive  in 
business,  rash  and  romantic  where  the  affections  were  concerned, 
generous  and  intelligent  and  a  great  readcr--kept  up  with  the  times 
into lie ctually--Republican  in  politics--Mothodist  in  his  church 
connections. 
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About  tho  time  of  his  marriage  he  was  managing  a  farm  near 
Selma  for  Dr.  James  Long  McClelland.  He  was  married  on  July  24,  1889, 
to  Lee  Emma  Paul,  at  the  home  of  Dr.  and  Mrs,  C.  L.  Long,  at  Fresno, 
California.  Lee  Emma  Paul,  was  born  January  23,  L865;  died  February 

23,  1946,  at  the  home  of  her  eldest  daughter,  Mrs,  Anna  Green,  near 
Selma, 


To  Mark  and  Lee  Emma  Long  were  born  three  daughters  in  the 
following  order: 

Anna  Laura,  born  at  Selma,  Fresno  County,  California,  on  May  4, 
1890.  Her  first  marriage  was  to  Chester  A,  Saffell,  who  passed  away  a 
short  time  after  their  marriage.  On  March  19,  1925,  she  married  Robert 
Leo  Green,  who  was  born  in  Missouri  on  October  2,  1881,  They  were 
married  at  Fowler,  California.  He  was  engaged  in  the  farm  and  dairy 
business  near  Selma  until  his  death,  which  occurred  in  a  Selma  hospital 
on  October  22,  1946,  due  to  heart  attack  following  an  accident  a  short 
time  previously  in  which  one  leg  was  broken  and  because  of  w hich  he  was 
confined  in  the  hospital.

GEORGE  LEANDER  LONG 


George  Leander  Long  was  born  on  July  31,  1858,  on  the  James 
Long,  Sr.  farm  in  Mercer  County,  Pa.  He  attended  school  at  White  Oak 
Knott  School  just  south  of  the  farm.  Was  not  very  rugged  of  health. 

When  about  eighteen  years  of  age  he  carried  the  mail  between  Pardoe  and 
Wilmington,  Pa.,  for  about  two  years  and  in  1877  he  accompanied  the  rest 
of  the  family  when  they  removed  to  western  Iowa--to  Platte  Valley  near 
Goshen,  Iowa.  At  that  time  ho  was  twenty-one  years  of  age.  He  at  tendod 
some  special  school  in  Garden  Grove,  Iowa,  and  in  1879  began  teaching 
the  home  school,  which  position  he  held  for  several  years.  Then, 
accompanied  by  Robert  Adams  Long,  he  went  to  California  late  in  the 
year  1883,  He  first  obtained  a  position  at  Palo  Alto,  California, 
where  he  was  employed  at  a  fine  race  horse  establishment,  and  one  of 
his  first  important  duties  was  to  feed  a  $10,000  colt  — "Lightning  M — 
with  a  nursing  bottle  and  nipple.

He  attended  the  White  Oak  Knott  School 
when  a  boy  and  came  west  when  the  parents  removed  to  near  Goshen, 
Ringgold  County,  Iowa,  in  1877.  He  worked  here  on  the  farm  until  he 
went  to  Colorado,  where  ho  filod  on  a  claim  and  where  he  remained  until 
the  fall  of  1883,  when  ho  and  George  Leander  Long,  an  older  brother, 
emigrated  to  Merced,  Kings  County,  California,  where  he  was  employed  on 
tho  Applegarth  Ranch  for  a  time.  Later  he  enterod  into  the  transfer 
business  on  his  own,  first  at  Selma,  then  at  Hanford,  California.

ANNA  M.  LONG 


Anna  M.  Long  v/as  born  on  the  James  Long,  Sr.  farm  located  just 
north  of  the  White  Oak  School  house  where  she  a  ttended  school  in  Finley 
Township,  Mercer  County,  Pa.  Date  of  her  birth  was  April  24,  1863.  At 
fourteen  years  of  age  she  emigrated  with  her  parents  and  a  largo  family 
of  boys  older  than  herself,  to  Ringgold  County,  Iowa.  She  had  to  start 
early  in  life  to  help  her  mother  and  was  always  in  a  position  to  assist 
others  of  the  family  as  she  married  late  in  life.  For  some  time  she 
worked  as  a  practical  nurse  and  at  one  time  went  to  Greeley,  Colorado, 
took  up  a  claim  of  government  land,  lived  in  a  sod  shanty,  and  proved 
up  her  land.  On  June  19,  1923,  she  married  Frank  Strain  of  Platte 
Valley,  Iowa,  but  he  v/as  already  in  poor  health  and  passed  av/ay  a  few 
months  later.  She  cared  for  and  nursed  an  old  friend  of  the  family, 
John  Gobel,  in  the  later  years  of  his  life.  He  lived  to  attain  the  age 
of  more  than  ninety  years,  and  she  took  care  of  him  for  a  number  of 
years.

Anna  M.  Long  v/as  of  a  determined,  persistent,  self-reliant  nature, 
stable  and  firm,  a  lot  of  latent  power  and  energy  both  physically  and 
mentally,  and  was  deliberate  and  practical,  v/hcre  utility  and  beauty 
are  combined.  She  v/as  successful  with  the  soil  in  such  work  as  land¬ 
scaping,  gardening  and  floriculture,  and  possessed  some  magnetic  heal¬ 
ing  power.  She  would  carry  plans  to  completion  which  others  would 
desert  half  finished,  especially  when  connected  v/ith  finances  in  some 
form.  Whoro  perseverance  was  called  for  sometimes  a  little  head  strong 
and  unyielding, which  traits  could  be  met  most  successfully  with  gontlc- 
noss  and  love.  She  was  of  a  consistent  religious  naturo  and  belonged 
to  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  Lenox,  Iowa,

Margaret  Alice  Long  was  born  February  15,  1865,  at  the  James 
Long,  Sr.  farm  near  White  Oak  School,  Finley  Township,  Mercer  County, 

Pa.,  where  she  attended  school  until  1877,  when  she  entered  the  Now 
Vernon  School,  as  she  had  taken  up  her  residence  with  her  Aunt  Mary 
McCormick,  who  lived  in  the  New  Vernon  District.  Maggie,  as  she  was 
commonly  called,  did  not  move  to  Iowa  when  the  family  did,  but  came 
west  the  following  September  with  Cousin  Gilbreath  Long.  She  attonded 
college  at  Tarkio, ■ Missouri,  and  taught  school  for  several  years.  Was 
married  December  9,  1891,  at  Lenox,  Iowa,  to  James  U.  V/yant .  Her 
husband  has  had  various  employment  in  banicing  institutions  and  in

Wilbert  Marshall  Long  was  born  on  April  15,  1866,  on  the  James 
Long  farm  just  north  of  the  White  Oak  School  house  in  Finley  Township, 
Mercer  County,  Pa.  He  attended  the  White  Oak  Knott  School.  At  eleven 
years  of  age  he,  with  the  family,  emigrated  to  western  Iowa,  where  they 
settled  upon  a  farm  in  Platte  Valley  near  Goshen,  Iowa.  He  assisted 
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on  the  farm  until  about  1885  or  1886,  when  he  v/ent  to  Tarkio,  Missouri, 
where  he  entered  college.  After  having  pursued  his  studies  there  for 
a  time  he  went  to  Omaha,  Nebraska,  and  engaged  in  the  Real  Estate 
business.  Continued  there  until  1894.  He  then  returned  to  Clearfield, 
Iowa,  and  worked  in  a  general  store  for  one  year  after  which  he  engaged 
in  the  Real  Estate  business,  which  he  continued  until  his  death  on 
May  12,  1932.

Susie  *May  Long,  youngest  daughter  of  Hugh  and  Florinda  Long,  was1 
born  on  the  James  Long,  Sr.  farm  in  Finley  Township,  Mercer  County,  Pa., 
on  July  6,  1869.  Attended  the  White  Oak  Knott  School,  located  near  her 
home.  She  was  with  the  family  when  they  moved  in  1877  to  western  Iowa, 
near  Goshen,  and  there  attended  the  nearby  school  in  Township  ?>6 ,  She 
learned  the  dressmaking  art  and  at  one  time  worked  in  Lenox,  Iowa,  In 
1887,  she,  with  the  remainder  of  the  family  at  home,  moved  to  a  farm  her 
father  purchased  which  was  located  two  miles  west  of  Lenox.  There  were 
at  home  with  the  parents  at  that  time,  Anna,  Margaret,  Susie,  and  Samuel. 
Her  father  passed  away  in  1892.  In  1894,  on  November  22,  she  married 
Edward  Daniel  Gordon,  who  was  born  on  May  6,  1872,  and  they  immediately 
went  to  his  farm  about  a  mile  and  a  half  northwest  of  Lenox,  where  they 
lived  for  nearly  fifty  years.

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BIOGRAPPIY  OP  SAMUEL  CALVIN  LONG,  M.  D. 


‘  A  BIOGRAPHY  OR  SAMUEL  CALVIN  LONG,  I.I * D . 


This  is  a  personal  sketch  given  to  the  History  of  Kern  County, 
California,  a  book  published  in  1929,  by  Thelma  B.  Miller, 

Bakersfield  has  benefited  materially  by  the  constructive  efforts 
of  Samuel  Calvin  Long,  M.  D.,  who  has  provided  the  city  with  a  fine 
hospital  and  is  numbered  among  the  leading  surgeons  of  this  part  of 
the  State, 

His  birth  occurred  on  the  James  Long  farm,  just  north  of  the 
White  Oak  Knott  school  house,  situated  one  mile  from  Pardoe,  Mercer 
County,  Pennsylvania,  August  16,  1870, 

His  parents  were  Hugh  and  Florinda  Campbell  Long,  and  were  also 
natives  in  that  part  of  the  country,  Hugh  Long  was  born  in  1830,  on 
the  James  Long  homestead  and  his  mother,  Florinda  Campbell  Long,  was 
born  in  1031,  Hugh  Long  passed  away  at  Lenox,  Iowa,  in  1892.  He  was 
survived  for  eight  years  by  his  wife,  who  dies  December  6,  1900, 

Hugh  Long  was  of  Irish  descent  and  followed  agricultural  pursuits 
as  a  life  work.  He  was  in  the  Civil  War  in  1861,  The  owning  and 
operating  of  a  coal  mine  in  Mercer  County  was  also  a  part  of  his  work 
in  Pennsylvania,  Mark  Campbell  I,  the  maternal  grandfather  of  Dr.  Long 
of  this  review,  was  of  Scotch  lineage  and  married  a  woman  of  Welsh  and 
Scotch  ancestry, 

Samuol  C.  Long,  tho  youngest  in  a  family  of  ten  children,  seven 
sons  and  three  daughters,  acquired  a  public  school  education  in  his 
youth. 

On  July  28,  1897,  he  was  graduated  from  the  Highland  Park  College 
of  Pharmacy,  at  Dos  Moinos,  Iowa.  He  was  a  lad  of  seven  years  when,  in 
1877,  he  accompanied  his  parents  on  their  removal  from  Mercer  County, 
Pennsylvania,  to  Ringgold  County,  Iowa,  whore  ho  continued  to  reside 
and  which,  he  called  his  home  until  1897,  when  ho  removed  to  Fresno, 
California , 

There  ho  was  employed  several  years  in  the  Fresno  County  Hospital 
until  he  entered  the  Hahnemann  Hospital  College  of  the  Pacific,  in 
San  Francisco,  California. 

Returning  to  Fresno  following  his  graduation  in  1901,  he  there 
associated  himself  w ith  his  brother,  G.  L.  Long,  M.  D.,  with  whom  he 
engaged  in  medical  practice  until  the  15tli  of  October,  1901,  It  was 
then  that  he  opened  an  office  in  this  city  and  has  here  since  made  his 
home.  He  received  a  license  from  the  California  State  Board  of 
Pharmacy  on  October  14,  1899,  and  was  licensed  to  practice  medicine 
and  surgery  in  California,  June  6,  1901.  He  became  a  member  of  the 
California  Hbnaeopathic  Medical  Society  in  1901,  and  the  American 
Institute  of  Hanoeopathy  June  26,  1905.  The  American  Medical 
Association  in  1919.  The  American  Hospital  Association  in  1925,  and 
the  Western  Hospital  Association  in  1927, 
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In  April  1921,  Dr.  Long  decided  to  open  an  emergency  hospital. 

He  had  hoard  County  and  City  Officials  make  the  statement  of  the  need 
of  such  services  in  this  area.  This  induced  him  to  open  an  Emergency 
Hospital.  So,  after  twenty  years  of  general  practice  of  medicine  and 
surgery  in  Kern  County,  in  which  ho  has  been  very  active  and  had 
developed  a  good  following  in  his  profession,  he  secured  the  quarter 
block  at  the  corner  of  Truxton  Avenuo  and  G  Street,  in  Bakersfield, 
and  fitted  up  a  hospital  in  a  small  way. 

It  was  a  success  from  the  beginning  because  it  filled  a  needed 
service  to  the  public.  Two  years  later  it  was  necessary  to  reconstruct 
and  build  an  addition,  with  the  result  that  he  now  had  a  building  of 
forty  rooms,  tho  outer  construction  of  cement  and  Ke lias tone,  with  a 
composition  roof,  hardwood  floors*  walls  and  ceilings  were  finished 
with  hard  plaster,  decorated  by  painting  the  walls  various  mild  colors, 
scientifically  recommended  as  an  aid  to  the  return  to  health,  of  the 
sick  and  injured  patients.  An  up  to  date  cooling  system  keeps  the 
summertime  temperature  between  seventy  and  eighty  degrees.  A  hot 
water  circulating  heating  system  supplios  heat  to  the  building  in  the 
winter  months. 

% 

There  was  an  emergency  Surgery  and  a  major  Surgery,  both 
completely  equipped.  There  was  a  sterilizing  room  in  conjunction,  and 
a  complete  major  X-ray  equipment.  A  room  for  development  of  radio¬ 
graphs,  a  complete  physiotherapy  department,  including  diathermy,  deep' 
therapy  light,  electric  baker,  air  and  water  cooled  alpine  light. 

There  was  a  complete  licensed  maternity  department  with  an  up-to-date 
nursory  and  labor  room,  fully  equipped.  Radio  earphones  are  at  each 
of  the  forty  beds  in  the  hospital  and  each  room  is  furnished  adequately. 

There  is  a  library  of  medical  books  and  literature,  a  pharmacy, 
laundry  and  incinerator,  screen  porches,  sun  rooms,  and  outsido  sleep¬ 
ing  rooms.  Tho  hospital  maintains  day  and  night  ambulance  service  for 
emergency  cases.  Since  opening  its  doors  in  1921,  first  aid  has  been 
given  to  thousands  of  patients,  both  sick  and  injured,  that  have  come 
to  them  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night,  No  ono  coming  to  the 
hospital  has  over  been  refused  treatment.  There  were  at  least  ono 
thousand  accident  cases  a  year.  It  is  classed  as  a  general  hospital 
and  it  has  been  accepted  in  membership  and  recognized  by  the 
American  Hospital  Association,  and  provides  continued  service  to  all 
class  of  cases,  except  contagious  disease.  The  institution  is  a 
member  of  the  American  and  Western  Plospital  Association.  The 
Bakersfield  Emergency  is  the  official  hospital  in  Korn  County  for  the 
Central  California  Hospital  Association,  with  their  headquarters  at 
Fresno,  California,  being  under  contract  to  take  care  of  patients  ' 
in  Kern  County.  The  hospital  has  grown  in  favor  from  yoar  to  year, 
as  a  pleasant  and  home-like  place  to  regain  health  with  all  the 
physical  and  mental  aids,  which  restore  the  vigor  and  vitality  of  the 
sick.  At  the  superintendent’s  command  arc  graduate  and  registered 
nurses  to  give  service , second  to  none. 

While  the  work  in  tho  hospital  has  been  taken  care  of  largely 
by  Dr,  S.  C.  Long,  ho  has  had  the  valuable  support  of  R.  B.  Reese, 

M.  D.&  Surgeon,  P.  J.  Cuneo,  M.D.,  Obstotrician,  and  Robert  Jones, 

M.  D.,  Eye, Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Specialist,  as  well  as  other 
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physicians  and  surgeons  who  have  had  their  patients  taken  care,  of 
there  * 

In  1937  it  was  decided  to  relinquish  the  work  and  responsibility 
attendant  upon  operating  a  hospital  and  the  building  was  closed  as  such 
and  became  known  as  the  Hotel  de  Luxe  in  1937,  which,  under  Doctor  and 
Mrs.  Long’s  management  was  operated  as  a  hotel  until  January  1947,  when 
the  building  was  sold.  During  this  period  Dr.  Long  spent  twelve  months 
in  Los  Angeles  and  fourteen  months  in  San  Clenente,  which  will  bo  ex¬ 
plained  later. 

Upon  his  roturn  to  Bakersfield  ho  opened  offices  in  the  Do  Luxe 
Hotel  building  and  still  maintains  offices  there* 

On  the  15th  of  October,  1902,  he  was  united  in  marriage  to 
Nona  Estolla  Adams,  who  was  born  at  Belle  Plain,  Marshall  County, 
Illinois,  April  25,  1072.  Her  father,  Thomas  Adams,  was  born  of  Irish 
parentage  at  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  December  23,  1843,  and  died  at 
Excelsior  Springs,  Missouri  (where  he  had  gone  for  treatment)  April  20, 
1900.  In  early  manhood  and  after  his  discharge  from  the  Army,  having 
served  for  throe  years  during  tho  Civil  War,  ho  married  Mary  Barton, 
who  was  born  of  English-Iri sh  parentage  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  November 
17,  1847,  and  died  at  Bakersfield,  California,  February  27,  1927. 

Their  daughter,  Mrs.  Nona  Estolla  (Adams)  Long,  attended  elementary 
schools  in  Illinois  and  Iowa,  pursued  a  high  school  course  at  Lenox, 
Iowa,  and  subsequently  studied  at  Simpson  College  at  Indianola,  Iowa. 

For  two  years  prior  to  her  marriage  she  taught  school  in  the  Hawkeye 
State.  She  has  membership  in  tho  Congregational  Church.  Also,  is  a 
member  of  the  Order  of  tho  Eastern  Star.  Was  for  a  number  of  years  a 
member  of  Bakersfield  Woman’s  Club  and  was  a  charter  member,  and  is  a 
Past  President  of  Bakersf iold  Delphian  Club,  has  been  more  or  less 
active  in  church  circles  and  served  for  five  years  as  President  of  the 
Ladies  Organization  of  First  Congregational  Church,  Most  of  her  time 
and  energy,  however,  have  been  devoted  to  home  and  family.

Ho  has  been  identified  with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  for 
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the  last  35  yoars,  and  belonged  to  tho  Patriarchs  Militant  #31  of 
California.  For  two  yoars  he  served  as  a  surgeon  of  the  First 
Regiment,  First  Brigade,  with  the  rank  of  Major.  He  was  also  a  member 
of  the  Robekahs,  Lodge  #47;  the  Woodmen  of  the  World;  the  Women  of 
Woodcraft;  tho  Brotherhood  of  American  Yocmon;  and  the  Security 
Benefit  Association. 

I  put  in  my  application  to  the  Manzancta  Camp,  W.O.W,  in 
October,  1898,  and  was  initiated  in  the  Golden  Gate  Camp  of 
San  Francisco,  late  in  the.  fall  of  1898,  I  came  to  Balcorsfiold  on 
October  15,  1901,  and  a  short  time  later  transferred  my  membership 
from  Manzanota  Camp  of  Fresno,  to  the  Bakersfield  Camp  #460.  Served 
as  its  Camp  Secretary  in  1902.  Was  medical  examiner  for  many  years. 
Worked  for  and  with  its  deputies  for  many  years  to  add  to  its  in¬ 
creasing  membership.  In  1910  I  moved  into  the  Woodman  Building  where 
I  had  my  office  for  many  years  when  Tom  Burke  was  clerk  and  Birt  Craw 
was  the  deputy  that  worked  in  this  field.  He  was  a  good  rustler  and 
provided  many  a  family  with  financial  protection.  He  w ould  approach 
the  boys  and  tell  them  for  a  few  cents  a  day  they  could  protect  their 
families  for  the  future.  Ho  seemed  very  much  in  earnest  and  the  boys 
liked  him.  I  have  gone  out  in  the  oil  fields  in  his  company  and  we 
examined  as  many  as  fifty  in  one  day.  One  year  we  examined  over  500 
applicants . 

I  remember  on  one  trip  to  the  oilfiold  we  stopped  at  a  derrick 
and  examined  one  of  the  boys.  When  v/e  w ere  through  v/ith  the  examin¬ 
ation  he  said  he  had  a  bilious  attack  and  wan  ted  to  know  if  I  would 
give  him  something  for  it.  I  told  him  to  come  out  to  the  buggy,  as 
those  were  the  horse  and  buggy  days,  I  took  out  my  medicine  case, 
which  I  always  had  handy.  I  thought  a  little  calomel  would  do  the 
work,  the  best  that  I  had  with  mo, 

I  had  two  different  pills  that  were  both  pink  and  tho  same  size 
and  shape,  so  I  planned  to  givo  him  ten  tablets  that  would  make  a  grain. 
The  other  tablets,  just  similar,  were  morphine  sulphate,  1/4  grain f 
I  took  out  ten  pills  a  nd  told  him  to  open  his  mouth  and  throw  the  ten 
tablets  into  his  mouth.  Whon  trained  as  a  pharmacist  wo  wore  taught  to 
road  the  labol  on  the  medicine  bottle  whon  wo  took  it  off  tho  shelf, 
and  then  double  check  tho  same  as  wo  placed  it  back  on  the  shelf;  after 
throwing  tho  tablets  I  started  to  replaco  the  bottle  in  my  case  and 
again  read  tho  label  and  discovered  I  had  given  him,  and  thrown  in  his 
mouth,  2-g-  gr,  of  morphine.  I  turned  and  casually  said  to  him  "spit 
that  medicine  out,  I  v/ant  to  givo  you  othor  medicine",  which  he  did, 

I  am  not  subject  to  hoadacho,  but  I  had  one  from  that  moment  on  for 
some  time.  Suppose  it  was  the  shock.  I  was  a  little  sober  on  the  way 
in.  Wo  had  to  come  oight  miles  to  town.  Just  beforo  wo  arrived  in 
town  Birt  said  to  mo,  "Doctor,  why  did  you  havo  that  man  spit  out  that 
medicine?"  I  told  him  and  he  said"you  did  not  scorn  to  show  any  alarm 
but  ho  did  just  a.3  you  said  and  at  once,  I  could  not  have  told  there  was 
anything  wrong.  What  would  it  have  done  to  him?"  I  told  him  he  would 
havo  been  asleep  in  a  half  hour,  and  if  he  had  not  had  immediate 
treatment  he  would  never  have  awakened  again,  I  remember  I  wont  home 
and  eliminated  one  of  those  kind  of  pink  pills  from  my  caso  at  once. 
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Birt  used  to  say  he  would  rather  be  a  live  dog  than  a  dead  hero. 
Some  of  the  boosters  of  the  Woodman  in  those  days  were  Joe  Ball,  Jim 
Ball,  J,  C.  Payne,  Charles  Barlow,  Earnest  White.  We  had  some  boosters 
on  every  oil  lease  in  the  Oilfields  and  many  of  them  in  town. 

Birt  Craw  later  joined  the  Shrine.  He  was  well  known  in  Fresno 
and  they  were  giving  him  all  the  ritual.  He  finally  yelled  out  "The 
tree  is  falling",  some  one  in  the  hall,  of  course  a  Woodman,  answered 
and  yelled  out  "Bet  the  dam  tree  fall". 

There  v/as  George  Morris,  George  Bordwardt,  Linkietter,  Dr.  S.  F. 
Smith,  Dr.  Homer  Rogers,  in  fact,  it  seemed  that  all  the  boys  were 
boosting  for  the  Woodman  and  one  would  not  be  in  the  vicinity  of 
Bakersfield  long  without  he  was  initiated  a  W  0  W. 

Dr.  S.  C.  Long  became  a  member  of  the  Kern  County  Medical 
Association  in  1919,  which  also  includes  the  American  Medical 
Association.  He  holds  a  diploma  in  the  American  Correspondence  School 
of  Law  in  Chicago;  is  also  a  graduate  from  the  National  College  of 
Electro-physics  and  Electro-Therapeutics;  took  a  Post  Graduate ' course 
in  the  Homoeopathic  Extension  School  of  Homoeopathy  of  Chicago, 
Illinois.  He  holds  a  diploma  from  the  Institute  of  Life  Science  for 
the  degree  of  Bachelor;  also  a  degree  of  Master  of  Life  Science 
received  April  27,  1946. 

Ho  has  also  completed  the  ten  degrees  in  the  Order  of 
Rosicrucians  AMORC  at  Rosicrucian  Park,  San  Jose,  California,  in 
1942.  This  is  a  study  of  philosophy. 

He  is  also  an  alumnus  of  University  of  California,  at 
Berkeley. 


TRIP  TO  THE  SOUTH 


Who n  we  had  cleared  up  all  the  local  business  factors  and 
closed  out  the  hospital  and  opened  it  up  as  a  hotel,  removing  all 
personal  indebtedness  in  Bakersfiold;  I  had  a  desire  to  go  to 
Los  Angeles  and  other  parts  of  the  state. 

Some  of  my  friends  wondered  why .  It  was  simple.  I  still  had 
the  wish  to  manage  an  emergency  hospital  and  I  was  on  the  lookout  for 
one.  So  I  went  south  with  that  in  mind.  The  reason  for  leaving 
Bakersfield  was  when  I  left  here,  ninety  per  cent  of  all  hospitaliz¬ 
ation  was  being  done  by  the  Kern  County  Hospital,  so  there  was  no 
chance  for  an  emergency  hospital  in  Bakersf ield.  I  first  went  to 
Dr.  A.  W.  Lindbergh !s  hospital,  14218  So.  Main  Street,  Los  Angolos, 

I  decided  to  take  it  on  trial.  But  there  was  insufficient  equipment 
and  up  to  date  equipment  to  compete  with  the  surrounding  hospitals 
and  there  were  a  number  of  them  at  no  great  distance.  I  therefore 
decided  to  leave  this  position  and  work  for  a  month  at  the  Hawthorno 
Emergency  Hospital  with  Dr.  Ross  in  charge.  When  a  little  later  he 
suddenly  passed  av/ay,  I  could  have  bought  this  place.  My  brother, 

J.  C.  was  there  with  me  at  this  time,  and  he  did  not  want  me  to  buy 
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it,  as  the  war  was  on  and  it  might  have  been  difficult  to  havo  obtained 
assistance,  a s  it  would  have  taken  a  doctor  for  every  eight  hours  to 
run  it.  It  took  care  of  the  two  small  towns  that  ran  together  and 
about  one-fourth  of  the  area  of  southwost  Los  Angelos.  The  sheriff 
had  charge  of  this  area.  They  had  two  ambulances  and  they  were  very 
busy.  So  wo  let  that  go  by.  I  went  to  Glendale  to  Dr.  P,  S.  O’Riolly’s 
Emergency  Hospital  at  Glondalo,  California.  I  was  there  sometime, 
when  I  was  called  to  Bakersfield  to  look  after  some  business  matters, 
and  on  my  way  homo  I  had  an  automobile  accident  on  October  26,  1941, 
and  it  was  six  months  before  I  was  able  to  go  to  work  again.  In  fact, 
it  was  much  longer  than  that  before  I  was  well  from  the  injuries  in¬ 
curred  in  that  accident.  But  in  April  1942,  I  made  arrangements  to 
go  into  the "Angeles  Hospital  at  Washington  and  Trinity  Streets,  in 
Los  Angelos.  Hero  I  was  put  in  charge  of  the  Industrial  Department. 

I  did  all  I  could  to  v/ork  up  in  that  Department,  but  tho  hospital  did 
not  have  service  for  the  twenty-four  hours  which  was  really  necessary 
for  that  lino  of  v/ork.  I  did  not  see  any  future  in  the  work  for  this 
reason.  Having  an  opportunity  to  go  into  tho  County  Health  Department 
in  Eastern  Los  Angeles,  I  passed  tho  Civil  Service  Examination  and 
took  a  position  there.  Because  of  my  age,  I  could  not  get  a  permanent 
position  thepe. 

Tho  last  ten  years,  John  Roberts  had  written  me  several  times 
to  go  dov/n  to  San  Clemente,  California,  and  to  start  an  Emergency 
Hospital  there.  He  used  to  live  in  Kern  County,  but  was  now  down  there. 
I  stayed  a  little  over  a  year  there.  It  was  a  lovely  place  to  live, 
but  too  small  to  support  an  emergency  hospital.  After  considerable 
deliberation  I  gave  this  plan  up  as  not  wise.  The  first  week  in  June 
1943,  I  returned  to  Bakersfield,  with  the  possible  intention  of  opening 
up  the  old  emergency  hospital  here.  But  it  did  not  look  so  good  to  me. 
While  there  seemed  to  be  somewhat  less  cases  taken  to  the  Kern  General 
Hospital,  it  was  sure  standing  in  the  way  of  private  hospitals  in 
Bakersfield.  And  not  until  the  spring  of  1946  did  I  consider  such  a 
step.  I  received  a  license  to  open  tho  hospital,  but  after  considering 
all  phases  of  tho  situation,  decided  not  to  do  so.  P'or  one  thing,  any 
day  a  new  political  policy  might  put  all  private  hospitals  out  of  the 
running,  and  it  was  a  gamble  to  spend  a  lot  of  money  which  might  become 
almost  a  complete  loss.  I  further  decided  that  the  day  of  private 
hospitals  was  over,  unless  it  might  bo  some  special  location  whore  it 
would  not  bo  interfered  with  through  politics.  But  if  they  do  transfer 
every  thing  into  tax  hospitalization,  it  will  bo  just  too  bad  for  the 
tax  payers,  and  the  doar  patients  that  arc  depending  on  that  grade  of 
service  for  their  sorvice  to  illness  and  injuries.  If  you  don’t  be¬ 
lieve  it,  just  wait  and  see. 

So  on  January  15,  1947,  for  $32,000.00  we  sold  tho  Hotel,  though 
this  was  much  less  than  wo  had  put  into  it,  but  was  including  tho  use 
of  the  building  for  many  years,  we  felt  it  might  be  best  to  get  out 
from  under  the  responsibility  of  hotel  work  and  take  things  a  little 
easier,  both  for  myself  and  wife,  so  sold  the  building. 

On  March  15,  1947,  wo  bought  a  residence  at  2011-17th  Street, 
mostly  as  an  investment.  We  may  or  may  not  move  into  it.  We  expect 
to  continue  holding  our  office  at  1720  Truxton  Avenue,  for  the  presont. 
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Wo  may  change  our  living  quarters  any  time  that  may  seem  best,  or 
convenient.  We  havo  been  in  this  location  for  26  years.  It  is  cool 
in  the  summer  and  warm  in  the  winter,  from  the  results  of  our  cooling 
and  heating  system.  We  may  go  south  to  a  warmer  climate,  (it  is  un¬ 
decided  at  this  time),  where  we  will  not  need  so  much  artificial, 
heating  and  cooling  systems. 


SAN  CLEMENTE 

I  found  San  Clemente  a  wonderfully  pleasant  place  to  live.  I 
havo  an  office  of  two  rooms  that  faces  w  lie  re ,  from  the  front  window 
in  the  center  of  this  little  town,  I  can  look  all  over  the  town  and 
havo  a  good  viow  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  that  lays  beyond  the  town.  This 
is  an  ideal  spot  on  the  fringe  of  the  Pacific  Ocean.  A  cute  littlo 
apartment  just  back  of  the  office  and  a  garage  in  the  roar.  I  have 
frequently,  in  tho  last  forty-fivo  years,  suggested  to  my  patients 
who  neoded  a  mild  climate, to  go  to  Southern  California,  and  it  gives 
me  much  ploasurc  to  try  and  apply  my  advice  and  judgment  and  after 
doing  so  I  believe  it  is  good. 

John  Roberts,  an  old  friend  and  patient,  had  been  at  mo  for  ten 

years  to  go  down  there  and  start  an  Emcrgoncy  Hospital  and  this  I  had 

in  mind  in  going  then,  but  my  final  judgment  was  that  it  was  too  small 

to  support  a  hospital.  It  has  boon  a  wonderful  cxoeriencc,  the  few 

months  I  have  passed  in  tho  different  hospitals  In  the  south.  It  has 
been  a  pleasant  and  valuable  experience  to  be  connected  with  the 
different  medical  institutions  and  pick  up  many  valuable  and  wise  ideas 
that  are  to  be  found  in  those  places.  Medicine  has  become  such  a  large 
field  that  one  person  cannot  absorb  it  all, so  specialists  have  become 
the  rule  and  arc  increasing  each  year,  I  prefer  the  general  practice 
where  you  can  observe  the  entire  physical  and  mental  body  and  it  to 
me  is  more  satisfactory. 

It  was  an  advantage  as  a  Practicing  Physician,  to  have  boon  a 
graduate  of  Pharmacy.  It  was  also  an  advantage  to  have  two  years 
experience  in  a  hospital  and  having  operated  a  hospital  for  eighteen 
years.  Wo  probably  had  a  thousand  accident  cases  each  year  we  operated 
the  hospital.  I  liavo  made  it  a  rule  to  nevor  undertake  any  professional 
work  unless  I  felt  I  was  well  able,  by  knowledge  and  experience,  to 
do  it  right.  Some  people  believe  that  because  an  M.  D.  docs  not  advise 
an  operation  when  it  comes  up,  ho  is  not  a  Surgeep.  The  fact  is  that 
unless  it  is  for  injuries  or  mechanical  reasons,  surgery  is  bettor  left 
undono,  but  there  arc  other  factors.  Patients  stay  away  from  the 
doctors  somo times  until  their  condition  becomes  complicatod  and  an 
operation  may  bo  mado  more  necessary.  Tho  patient  must  work  in  cooper¬ 
ation  with  the  physician,  if  ho  would  have  the  best  results.  Mastoid, 
gall  bladder,  stomach  ulcer  operations  should  bo  considered  carefully 
before  being  undertaken.  If  the  patient  is  in  good  physical  condition 
and  young  and  cheerful, an  operation  for  hernia  should  bo  undertaken  for 
it  protects  against  future  complications.  Tonsils  in  children  that 
cause  periodical  temperature  through  the  winter  should  bo  removed,  but 
healthy  tonsils  should  be  loft  alone.  Wo  predict  that  the  time  is  not 
far  off  that  all  those  operations  where  there  is  pathology,  inflamation 
and  fever,  will  bo  cured  by  somo  modicinc  like  pcncillin,  or  some  other 
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remedy  to  be  found  in  the  future  but  there  are  many  complications  that 
have  to  be  taken  into  consideration.

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AUTOBIOGRAPHY  OP  SAMUEL  CALVIN  LONG,  M . D . 
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I,  Samuel  Calvin  Long,  was  born  on  the  James  Long  farm  on 
August  16,  in  the  year  1870,  While  I  was  still  a  babe  in  arms  the 
family  moved  one  mile  north-west  to  the  Crowser  Farm,  which  was 
situated  a  mile  from  Pardoe,  sometimes  called  "The  Blocks ",  It  was 
a  mining  town  located  five  miles  east  of  the  City  of  Mercer,  the  County 
seat  of  Mercer  County,  Pennsylvania, 

I  was  the  youngest  of  ten  children  and  the  seventh  son  of  Hugh 
and  Florinda  Long,  This  new  farm  to  which  we  moved  consisted  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty  acres,  about  one  third  of  which  was  covered  with 
timber.  The  land  was  a  little  rolling  and  there  were  stones  scattered 
all  over  it.  Some  of  the  fences  were  made  of  the  stones  gathered  from 
the  fields  when  they  became  so  numerous  on  the  surface  of  the  ground 
they  interf erred  with  the  planting  and  cultivation  of  crops.  Some 
of  the  fences  wore  the  ’’Stake  and  Rider"  type  built  of  rails.  A  sled¬ 
like  vehicle  callod  a  "Stone-Boat"  made  with  runners  on  the  bottom  and 
drawn  by  horses  was  used  to  gather  the  stones.  These  boats  having  a 
flat  surface  only  a  few  inches  from  the  ground,  made  it  an  easy  matter 
to  load  the  stones  which  were  later  placed  in  piles.  Minks  inhabited 
these  stone  piles  and  played  havoc  by  cutting  the  throats  of  the 
chickens.  A  little  animal  called  a  ferret  was  sent  to  hunt  the  minks 
in  these  stone  piles. 

Our  home  faced  the  east,  also  the  public  road.  The  house 
consisted  of  six  rooms,  kitchen  on  the  northwest,  living  room  on  the 
east  from  which  opened  two  bedrooms.  The  building  was  a  story  and  a 
half  high  with  two  bedrooms  upstairs.  There  was  also  a  large  collar 
under  the  house.  The  garden  was  north  of  the  house  and  was  enclosed 
with  a  paling  fence  to  protect  it  from  the  invasion  of  the  chickens. 
West  of  the  house  we  had  a  spring  house  whore  milk,  cream  and  butter, 
were  kopt  cool  in  the  summer.  This  spring  house  we  built  of  coarse 
lumber  or.  logs,  and  over  a  little  stream,  water  ran  steadily  through 
the  place,  and  stones  were  so  placed  that  crocks  of  milk  and  cream 
could  bo  kept  there  without  danger  of  becoming  diluted  with  the  water. 
Just  outside  of  the  spring  house  on  tho  east,  was  a  spring  from  which 
v/as  carried  all  tho  water  for  tho  house.  A  sort  of  reservoir  was 
formed  by  digging  a  hole  and  walling  it  up  with  rock  and  it  v/as  left 
low  at  one  side  so  that  one  could  easily  dip  a  bucket  full  of  water 
when  needed,  Tho  spring  v/as  about  one  hundred  yards  from  tho  house 
and  tho  path  v/as  vory  steep  dov/n  to  it.- 

Tho  barn  v/as  three  hundred  feet  north  and  cast  and  across  the 
public  road  from  the  houso  and  consisted  of  a  large  rambling  structure 
covering  a  half  acre  or  more  of  land.  In  this  were  housed  every  night 
the  horses,  cov/s,  sheep,  hogs,  chickens,  and  any  other  animals  kept  on 
•the  farm.  Also,  all  grains,  hay,  oats,  barley,  wheat,  flax,  and  corn 
fodder  wore  stored  in  the  barn. 

Only  a  small  acreage  of  the  different  grains  were  planted  or 
sown,  two  to  fivo  acres  each;  pumpkins,  squash  were  planted  in  the 
cornfields,  and  in  the  truck  patch  v/ero  grown  potatoes,  cabbage, 
turnips,  onions  and  other  garden  vegetables,  also  various  types  of 
berries  such  as*  blackberries,  raspberries,  strawberries,  etc.  The 
grass  was  cut  with  a  hand  scythe  and  the  small  grain  with  a  cradle  and 
bound  by  hand  then  placed  in  the  barn.  South  of  the  house  we  had  a 
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largo  orchard  of  wonderfully  fine  flavored  apples,  Hod  Junes,  Summer 
Pippins,  Spit zenbergs ,  Russets,  Jonathan,  Rambo,  Grimes*  Golden,  also 
pears,  peaches,  plums,  cherries,  and  grapes.  We  had  many  sugar  maple 
trees.  These  were  tapped  in  the  spring,  the  juice  boiled  down  and 
made  into  maple  syrup  from  which  wo  made  taffy  and  mixed  it  with  pop¬ 
corn,  which  we  had  popped  over  tho  fireplace,  or  kitchen  stove.  Surplus 
was  sold. 

Coal  was  found  in  abundance  on  the  James  Long  Farm  from  which 
we  moved,  a  coal  mine  on  it  which  father  had  worked  while  we  lived  there. 

In  the  surrounding  timber  were  butter  nuts,  hickory  nuts,  chest¬ 
nuts,  v/alnuts,  hazel  nut 3,  also  many  acorns  which  were  good  feed  for 
hogs. 

One  quarter  of  a  mile  north  of  our  homo  lived  the  John  L.  Barnes 
with  their  ten  boys  and  one  girl;  to  the  south  of  us,  another  quarter 
of  a  mile, lived  the  Miller  family  of  seven,  and  a  little  further  down 
was  the  Pardoe  family.  Near  them  resided  Samuel  Calvin  Reed,  our 
pastor,  and  for  whom  I  was  named. 

Half  a'  mile  further  east  was  the  Springfield  United  Presbyterian 
Church  with  which  we  were  affiliated  and  which  v/e  attended  regularly. 

Two  miles  north  and  two  miles  west  of  our  home  was  where  Grandmothor 
and  Grandfather  Campbell  lived,  that  farm  having  been  occupied  by 
members  of  that  same  family  for  a  period  of  one  hundred  years. 
Grandfather  died  when  sixty  odd  years  old.  Grandmother  lived  to  be 
ninety-throe  years  of  age.  Ho  was  Scotch, and  she  was  Scotch,  and 
Welsh. 


In  1875  I  was  accidentally  scaldod,  A  kettle  of  scalding  hot 
water  stood  on  the  hearth  of  our  old  wood  stove  in  tho  kitchen.  Mother 
was  preparing  to  scrub  tho  floor  and  I  was  running  across  the  room  when 
the  opening  at  the  side  of  my  pants  caught  tho ' end  of  tho  bail  of  tho 
pot  containing  tho  hot  water  and  jerked  it  off,  pouring  the  scalding 
water  over  me.  My  right  hip  and  leg  were  badly  scalded  and  was  con¬ 
fined  to  my  bed  for  a  long  time.  Father  said  ho  sat  up  with  me  each 
night  for  a  period  of  three  weeks.  In  those  days  we  did  not  have  nurses, 
The  sick  wore  cared  for  by  their  relatives  and  friends.  Some  time 
during  my  convalosccnco,  a  chicken  dinner  was  served  in  the  homo;  my 
bedroom  was  just  off  the  room  whore  they  wore  eating  and  the  inter¬ 
vening  door  was  open.  During  the  meal  I  had  a  convulsion  and  the 
family  said  it  was  because  I  smelled  the  chicken.  It  was  probably  a 
mistako  for  thorn  to  say  sc  much  about  it  for  as  a  presumably  psycho¬ 
logical  effect  I  was  unable  to  oat  any  chicken  until  I  was  thirteen 
years  old.  I  always  stood  up  to  eat  my  meals  from  my  earliest 
remembrance  until  I  was  ten  years  old,  I  still  boar  the  marks  of  that 
scalding,  received  when  I  was  but  five  years  old. 

When  about  six  years  old  thoy  started  me  to  school  accompanied 
by  my  brother,  Robert,  We  attended  the  White  Oak  Knott  school,  a 
mile  and  a  half  from  homo.  Tho  first  day  I  was  too  timid  to  repeat 
after  the  teacher  the  letters  of  tho  alphabet,  and  afraid  to  speak 
before  all  the  pupils,  so  I  wouldn*t  say  ono  word.  When  we  reached 
home  mother  gave  mo  a  whipping,  only  one  I  ever  remember  receiving, 
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in  or  out  of  school.  She  further  informed  me  that  she  would  finish 
the  job  if  I  refused  to  say  my  lessons  the  next  day.  The  following 
day  I  still  refused  to  recite  and  when  we  started  home  brother  Bob 
said  that  I  would  get  another  whipping,  so  I  had  better  go  back  and 
say  my  letters,  I  returned  to  the  schoolroom,  after  school  had  been 
dismissed  and  did  as  I  was  told.  Our  teacher  was  a  woman;  I  would 
probably  have  been  less  fearful  had  it  been  a  man. 

The  weather  was  very  cold  in  winter  with  lots  of  snow.  We  would 
all  get  into  the  bob-sled,  cover  up  with  plenty  of  blankets  and  go 
over  to  Grandmothers,  Father  hauled  coal  in  the  winter  time, and  pro¬ 
duce  to  Oil  City  about  fifty  miles  away. 

We  attended  the  Springfield  United  Presbyterian  Church.  We  had 
to  begin  Saturday  noon  to  prepare  for  the  Sabbath  Day;  we  would 
shine  our  shoes,  take  a  bath,  and  lay  out  our  clothes. 

After  breakfast  Sabbath  morning  we  w ould  go  to  the  Church,  take 
our  lunch  with  us.  We  went  first  to  a  class  where  we  would  memorize 
a  Catechism,  then  listen  to  a  sermon  for  an  hour  and  a  half.  Then  we 
would  eat  lynch  and  have  another  sermon  in  the  afternoon.  In  the 
evening  we  had  corn  meal  mush  and  milk  for  supper. 

Religious  traditions  were  very  faithfully  carried  out  in  our 
family.  Each  night  and  morning  a  chapter  from  the  Bible  was  read  and 
prayer  offered.  Psalms  were  sung  in  homo  and  church.  To  sing  hymns 
was  considered  sacrilegious,  and  members  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  were  brought  up  on  the  carpet  if  found  guilty  of  having  attended 
a  Methodist  meeting. 

There  was  and  still  is  a  graveyard  back  of  that  church  where 
many  older  relatives  and  friends  were  buried,. 

There  was  littlo  or  no  cooking  done  on  the  Sabbath  and  if  the 
children  were  caught  playing,  which  they  were  sometimes,  they  were 
punished. 

Father  would  kill  a  beef  and  several  hogs  in  the  fall  and  that 
would  furnish  all  the  meat  for  out  v/intcr  supply.  The  hide  from  those 
animals  was  taken  to  the  tanners  and  properly  tanned  end  was  then 
taken- to  the  shoemaker,  together,  with  the  measurements  of  all  the 
family  feet  and  the  winters  supply  of  shoes  and  boots  were  made.  When 
I  was  six  years  old  I  received  my  first  pair  of  copper  toed  boots  made 
in  that  manner . 

I  remember  boing  interested  in  a  girl  by  the  name  of  Eve 
McDowell, who  attended  the  White  Oak  Knott  School,  and  lived  ono  milo 
west  of  the  school  and  my  brother  Wilbert  had  a  girl  friend  named 
Nellie  Hosick,  I  sa w  her  grave  stone  in  the  church  cemetery  on  my 
last  visit  to  Pennsylvania, 

In  the  fall  father  would  take  a  load  of  apples  to  the  cider 
mill  and  bring  home  a  barrel  of  cider.  Likewise,  he  would  take  a  load 
of  corn  to  the  mill  and  bring  home  a  quantity  of  corn  meal,  allowing 
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the  man  a  portion  of  the  meal  in  return  for  the  grinding,  worked,  the 
same  plan  with  reference  to  wheat  and  buckwheat,  and  did  those  buck¬ 
wheat  cakes  taste  good, with  maple  syrup  and  fried  mush  for  breakast. 

Popular  frolics  for  the  youngsters  were  corn  huskings,  literary 
societies,  and  spelling  bees,  which  I  need  still, and  when  all  those 
boys  would  get  together  on  Halloween  in  the  community,  there  was  some¬ 
thing  doing  every  minute < 

A  paling  fence  inclosed  the  lawm  all  about  the  house;  in  1946 
the  fence  was  gone.  Most  of  the  other  fences  were  made  of  rails. 

There  were  large  tracts  of  timber  near  the  house, 

About  the  year  137 ,  my  father  sold  his  Pennsylvania  farm  and 
moved  with  his  family  to  Washington,  Iowa,  The  farm  was  sold  to 
Mount  Vernon.  Brother  Mark  had  been  in  Iowa  a  couple  of  years  when  we 
went  there.  My  eldest  brother,  James  Campbell  Long,  remained  in 
Pennsylvania,  where  he  had  work.  We  stopped  for  awhile  with  the  family 
of  Uncle  Jimmie  Long,  Ainsworth,  Iowa,  then  moved  to  Was hington  City, 
Iowa,  where  we  lived  for  six  months.  At  the  end  of  that  time  we  bought 
a  farm  in  Ringgold  County,  Iowa,  two  hundred  miles  farther  west  and 
moved  there.  This  farm  was  located  about  fifteen  miles  south  of 
-Creston,  twelve  miles  from  Lenox,  and  eight  miles  from  Clearfield.  The 
farm  consisted  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  in  Platte  Valley.  There 
was  a  United  Presbyterian  church  near,  wo  were  three-fourths  of  a  mile 
from  school,  and  four  miles  from  the  post  office.  Wo  spent  about  ten 
years  there;  raised  corn,  oats,  wheat  and  flax.  Corn,  however,  was 
the  main  crop.  We  had  horses,  cattle  and  hogs.  In  our  earliest 
residence  here,  there  was  a  lot  of  raw  prairie  land  which  made  good 
grazing  land.  This  feed  was  supplemented  by  hay  and  grains  raised  on 
the  farm.  Wo  raised  vegetables  of  all  sorts;  also  cane,  from  which 
v/e  made  sorghum  molasses . 

One  day  Ralph  Harris  was  at  our  place  and  we  amused  ourselves 
by  shooting  headless  bolts  at  a  mark  some  hundred  feet  away  from  whore 
we  v/e ro  standing.  Wo  had  been  shooting  some  time  before  dinner  and 
after  dinner  resumed  the  pastime  with  a  point  on  the  stable  door  as 
our  mark  as  before.  The  stable  had  not  been  occupied  during  the 
morning,  but  at  noon  father  had  put  in  a  horse.  After  shooting  I 
examined  the  door  to  find  out  whether  I  had  hit  the  mark  and  discovered 
the  bolt  had  passed  through- the  door.  Going  inside  to  try  to  locate 
the  bolt  I  found  it  imbedded  in  the  horse’s  flank,  V/e  pulled  it  out 
at  once  and  filled  the  wound  v/ith  axel  grease;  the  cure-all  at  that 
time  for  any  and  all  sores  on  horses. 

Another  day  when  Charley  and  Ralph  Harris  were  there  v/e  decided 
to  go  swimming  in  our  old  swimming  hole;  a  more  appropriate  name  v/ould 
have  been  mud  hole.  It  was  located  a  mile  or  more  from  the  house  so 
we  rode  the  horses  down,  using  only  two,  Ralph  and  I  riding  one  and 
Wilbert  and  Charley,  the  other.  After  we  had  been  swimming  for  some 
time,  Wilbert  and  Charley  slipped  away,  taking  our  clothing  and  both 
horses  with  them.  V/e  waited,  but  no  one  came  for  us,  so  we  started 
home  through  the  cornfields.  We  were  pretty  well  protected  as  the 
corn  was  about  shoulder  high.  V/hen  we  came  to  the  public  road  we 
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watched  until  there  was  no  one  in  sight,  then  crossed  the  road.  On 
the  opposite  side  we  had  to  climb  over  a  hedge  fence.  We  found  a  post 
and  managed  to  accomplish  that  feat.  When  we  reached  homo  wo  hid  in 
the  grainery.  In  the  meantime,  tho  boys  had  become  somewhat  conscious 
stricken  and  v/ere  starting  back  with  the  horses  and  clothing*  We 
noticed  them  and  came  out  and  claimed  our  belongings.  One  of  our 
favorite  pastimes  on  the  farm  was  to  take  out  old  cultivator  wheels, 
make  a  wagon  bed  for  them,  then  hitch  little  colts  to  the  improvised 
wagon  and  attempt  to  drive  them.  They  would  sometimes  sit  down  on 
the  wagon  playing  havoc  with  it. 

Another  time  when  Wilbert  had  come  into  possession  of  a  new 
shotgun  and  was  exhibiting  it.  and  praising  its  merits,  he  drew  the 
trigger  back,  made  a  remark,  "It  won’t  go  off  half-cocked",  and  pulled 
both  triggers  with  tho  result  that  both  loads  went  off  with  a  bang, 
making  a  large  hole  in  the  grainery.  Ralph,  Charley,  and  I.  we re 
standing  near  him  but  fortunately  in  such  a  position  that  no  one  was 
hurt.  We  were  all  more  or  less  frightened,  however . 

Wilbert  and  Maggie  went  to  Tarkio,  Missouri,  to  attend  college 
and  that  lefj:  only  Anna,  Susie  and  no,  with  parents  at  home.  That 
year  wo  planted  sixty  acres  in  corn  and  had  a  good  crop;  also  a  lot 
of  small  grain;  probably  about  the  same  acreage. 

It  was  later  in  1883,  that  brothers  G.  L.  and  R,  A.  went  to 
California.  In  the  year  before  going  v/est,  R.  A.  Long  went  to  Greeley 
Colorado,  and  proved  up  some  land.  At  that  time  our  family  wero 
living  in  Croston,  Iowa,  George  Lee  Long  had  taught  our  homo  school 
from  1880  to  1883.  We  brothers  and  sisters  attended  the  school  and  he 
used  to  be  very  firm  with  us,  as  he  was  afraid  the  other  pupils  would 
think  he  favored  us.  During  the  season  for  putting  in  the  crop  and 
tending  it,  we  did  not  attend  school  as  our  services  were  needed  on 
the  farm.  But  during  tho  w inter  months  were  in  school.  Boys  wore 
usually  kept  at  home  for  farm  duty  from  the  age  of  eleven  years. 

When  I  was  about  seventeen  years  old,  my  mother  asked  me  if  I 
wanted  to  go  to  school.  Although  anxious  to  go,  I  said  no,  because 
I  thought  father  needed  my  help.  It  was  my  parent's  ambition  that  I 
become  a  minister,  but  the  subsequent  circumstances  of  life  lead  me 
in  another  direction. 

One  evening,  Anna,  Maggie,  Wilbert  and  I, sent  to  Andrews  about 
four  miles  distant.  When  we  started  home  Anna  and  I  wero  riding  old 
"Darkey",  a  very  old,  and  very  difficult,  horse  to  guide  because  of  a 
habit  she  had  of  taking  the  bit  between  her  teeth  and  going  where  she 
pleased,  regardless  of  where  we  wanted  her  to  go.  Wilbert  and  Maggie 
were  each  riding  another  horse.  When  we  came  to  a  certain  cross-road 
it  was  our  plan  to  keep  straight  ahead,  but  "Darkey"  decided  to  turn 
to  tho  left  very  suddenly,  with  the  result  that  I  landed  on  the  ground 
and  was  unconscious  for  sometime,  but  they  managed  to  get  me  home. 

Father  bought  a  span  of  colts,  four  year  old  sorrels,  that  had 
not  yet  been  broken  to  ride,  so  Wilbert  and  I  arranged  to  begin  tho 
process  of  breaking  them.  It  was  a  cold,  frosty  morning  and  the 
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ground  was  frozon  hard  so  we  chose  for  tho  place  of  operation  tho 
pasture  south  of  the  barn.  Wilbert  used  the  spurs  on  his  horse  and 
went  down  the  pasture  on  the  run.  My  horse  was  anxious  to  keep  up, 
and  in  my  efforts  to  curb  her,  her  speed  became  so  fast  she  threw  mo 
off  by  a  quick  jump  to  one  side.  I  hit  the  ground  hard,  but  that  was 
all  in  the  da^s  work,  so  we  got  up  and  wont  to  it  again. 

At  that  time  father  owned  a  span  of  mules;  one. was  black  in  color, 
very  small,  stocky  and  full  of  spunk;  the  other  was  a  bay  gelding, 
seemingly  rather  tame,  but  ready  to  run  off  at  the  drop  of  a  hat. 

Wilbert  tried  riding  tho  black  one,  had  her  saddled  and  got  on; 
she  immediately  began  bucking  and  kicking.  Wilbert  was  thrown  off  and 
landed  astraddle  a  barbed  wire  fence.  The  mule  kicked  and  bucked  her 
way  into  the  stable  and  by  tho  time  she  had  reached  there,  had  rid 
herself  of  tho  saddle.  When  we  came  into  the  barn  she  gave  us  one 
look,  then  fell  to  kicking  and  striking  with  her  hoofs  tho  girders 
above  hor  and  much  higher  than  her  back. 

This  same  team  of  mules,  though  small,  perhaps  eight  hundred 
pounds  each,  no  matter  v/hat  they  were  hitched  to,  would  run  away.  They 
would  stick  'to  the  road  and  pass  through  gates  without  touching  any¬ 
thing  on  either  side  and  would  ofton  run  with  a  load  of  grain.  One 
day  they  had  t'ho  time  of  their  lives  running  with  a  load  of  bean  vines, 
across  the  field  for  a  mile,  beans  flying  in  every  direction.  Some¬ 
times  when  they  started  wo  would  make  them  continue  to  run,  finally 
bringing  them  back  to  their  starting  place  where  they  were  glad  to 
rost  for  a  time.  However,  they  would  be  ready  to  run  again  at  some 
future  time  and  with  tho  least  provocation. 

When  I  v/as  about  seventeen  years  old  my  father  had  a  one  hundred 
and  sixty  acre  farm  upon  which  ho  raised  lots  of  corn;  somo  of  the 
white  and  some  of  tho  yellow  variety.  At  one  time  I  shucked  one 
hundred  bushels  and  put  it  into  the  crib.  As  I  weighed  only  about 
seventy  or  eighty  pounds,  tho  shoveling  of  the  corn,  removing  it  from 
the  wagon  and  placing  it  in  tho  crib  v/as  a  very  strenuous  task,  more 
difficult  for  me  than  husking  it.  Fifty  bushels  of  corn  was  considered 
a  good  days  work.  We  liked  to  husk  corn  and  always  thrived  through  tho 
corn  picking  season. 

In  the  spring  of  1883,  when  v/c  moved  to  Creston,  Iowa,  whoro 
v/e  lived  for  one  year,  there  was  Anna,  Maggie,  Wilbert,  Susie  and  my¬ 
self,  still  at  homo.  Also  a  chum  of  Wilbert’s  named,.  Arthur  Hartman, 
lived  with  us  and  v/ent  to  school.  His  family  had  been  neighbors  of 
ours  in'  the  country.  Maggie  was  quite  ill  while  we  lived  in  Creston, 
but  the  rest  of  us  went  to  school.  Father  worked  on  tho  street  with 
his  team  and  scraper.  Ho  also  rented  two  blocks  of  land  at  the  out¬ 
skirts  of  tho  town  and  planted  a  truck  garden  where  v/e  boys  would  work 
on  Saturdays, 

In  1889,  wo  moved  to  a  farm  two  miles  west  of  Lenox,  Iowa. 

After  having  sold  our  farm  in  Platte  Valley,  father  was  physically 
unable  to  farm,  the  other  boys  all  grown  up  and  left  home.  Father 
was  greatly  in  debt  and  it  was  left  for  mo  to  continuo  carrying  on 
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tho  farm  work,  which  I  did  until  1892  when  father  passed  away.  Ho  v/as 
afflicted  with  Epithelioma  of  tho  loft  side  of  his  faco,  which  after 
two  years  of  suffering  proved  fatal.  Following  his  death  we  sold  the 
place  west  of  Lenox,  where  we  had  lived  and  purchased  and  moved  to  a  * 
one  hundred  and  sixty  acre  farm  south  of  Lenox,  where  v/o  lived  until 
1894,  I  then  went  to  Washington  County  for  a  visit  with  tho  family 
of  Uncle  Broth  Campbell,  One  day  when  accompanying  Uncle  to  a 
neighborhood  public  sale  ho  suggested  I  obtain  a  job  there  and  intro¬ 
duced  me  to  a  farmer  who  engaged  my  services  for  the  month  of 
February,  for  tho  sum  of  sixteen  dollars.  His  name  was  Dave  Miller, 
a  Democrat  and  1  began  working  for  him  tho  following  day  husking  corn 
out  of  the  shock  in  ice  and  snow  and  in  the  afternoon  grubbing  hazel 
brush;  both  were  drudgery.  My  Unalo  also  introduced  me  to  another  man 
on  that  day  of  the  sale;  a  Mr,  Van  Wallace,  who  lived  on  Whiskey  Run 
and  operated  a  stock  farm  of  nine  hundred  acres,  I  v/as  to  work  for 
him  from  March  first  to  September  fifteenth,  1895,  and  v/as  to  receive 
for  my  labor,  twenty-three  dollars  per  month.  These  people  exercised 
very  strict  discipline  with  their  help;  allowed  them  to  go  to  church 
on  Sunday,  but  never  allowed  them  to  go  out  at  night.  I  had  to  send 
my  laundry  work  out,  v/hich  cost  me  one  dollar  per  month;  however,  I 
earned  $113.^00  while  there  and  when  I  went  to  Des  Moines  in  September, 

I  had  $98.00,  with  which  to  start  school.  When  working  on  this  farm 
I  had  studied  at  night  and  was  always  reading  and  often  spent  Sunday 
afternoon  on  top  of  a  hill,  almost  large  enough  for  a  small  mountain, 
whore  I  would  meditate  and  would  pray  to  be  lead  aright  in  choosing 
my  life  v/ork;  also  read  from  a  little  book,  called  nConf essions M  by 
St,  Valentine  from  the  use  of  which  I  received  great  help.  Both 
Dave  Miller  and  Van  Wallace  are  now  dead. 

Feeling  the  need  for  further  education  before  attempting  anything 
in  the  way  of  a  life  work,  ,1  went  to  Des  Moines,  immediately  visited 
in  Highland  Park  College,  where  I  talked  for  two  hours  with  the  man 
who  had  just  taken  his  first  position  as  a  principal  in  that  college, 
Mr.  C.  C.  Reasick.  I  had  thought  to  affiliate  with  the  "Iowa  Home¬ 
stead"  a  paper  published  in  Des  Moines  and  solicit  advertisements  for 
them,  but  after  consulting  with  the  college  principal  I  gave  him  all 
tho  money  I  had  and  proceeded  to  obtain  work  about  the  school  build¬ 
ings  and  dormitories;  swept  floors,  washed  windows,  worked  on  the 
lawn,  did  my  own  washing  and  boarded  in  tho  school.  I  matriculated 
in  Pharmacy  Department,  and  v/as  usually  engaged  in  scrubbing  floors 
v/hen  the  rest  of  tho  boys  were  down  town  having  a  good  time.  When  the 
Pharmacy  Class  voted  to  have  a  sheepskin  diploma  to  cost  $10.00  each, 

I  cut  the  iron  weeds  on  the  campus  to  pay  for  that, 

I  wrote  of  my  plans  and  v/ork  to  my  brother,  Dr.  C-.  L,  Long,  of 
Fresno,  California.  Ho  replied,  advising  me  to  go  ahead  and  promised 
to  loan  sufficient  money  to  complete  the  course.  I  already  had  the 
first  year  paid  for.  Ho  also  wrote  that  when  I  finished  my  course 
he  v/ould  see  to  it  that  I  had  a  job  in  Fresno  in  a  hospital,  that 
would  not  me  thirty  dollars  per  month  and  my  keep.  During  the  time 
spent  in  this  school  I  had  some  trouble  with  a  catarrhal  condition 
of  the  head;  consulted  a  specialist,  who  cleared  my  head  out  so 
completely  that  my  hearing  became  so  acute  that  slight  noises,  such 
as  the  crackling  of  a  newspaper  annoyed  and  made  me  nervous. 
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The  doctor  said  I  had  worked  in  the  dirt  so  much  my  head  was  full  of 
dust.  Had  catarrhal  trouble  in  later  years  when  attending  college  in 
San  Francisco. 

I  graduated  from  the  Highland  Park  College  of  Pharmacy  on 
July  28,  1897;  graduated  with  the  average  of  the  class,  although 
most  of  them  had  had  a  groat  deal  more  previous  training  and  school 
experience  than  I  had.  Most  of  them  had  received  complete  high  school 
training,  and  many  of  them  a  business  course  in  addition.  I  had  been 
an  enthusiastic  reader;  this  helped  greatly. 

After  graduation  I  went  to  Lenox  for  a  brief  visit  with  the 
relatives  there;  then  on  August  16th,  my  birthday,  I  left  for  Fresno, 
California,  I  visited  for  a  few  days,  then  went  to  work  for  my 
brother,  R.  A.  Long,  in  the  transfer  business  at  Hanford.  Sometime 
in  September  I  began  working  in  the  Fresno  County  Hospital,  and 
continued  there  until  December  of  the  following  year;  was  on  duty  from 
6  p.m.  until  6  a.m.,  then  later  was  given  twelve  hours  daytime  work. 

In  December  1898,  I  went  to  San  Francisco,  and  started  January  3, 
1899,  to  matriculate  for  the  study  of  medicine  in  the  Hahnemann 
College  of  the  Pacific,  from  which  institution  I  wa3  graduated  in 
Medicine  and  Surgery  on  May  13,  1901,  Then  I  went  to  Fresno  where 
I  was  employed  by  my  brother  Dr.  G.  L.  Long,  at  a  salary  of  {75.00 
per  month  plus  board  and  room  at  his  house.  On  October  15,  that  year, 

I  came  to  Bakersfield,  California,  where  I  have  ever  since  practiced 
as  a  Physician  and  Surgeon,  only  as  later  explained.  I  was  first 
located  in  the  Waterman  Building.  The  first  month  I  took  in  {45.00 
cash,  the  second  month  $75.00,  and  the  third  ^125.00,  then  moved  into 
the  Galtes  Building  on  Nineteenth  Street,  where  the  average  receipts 
mounted  to  $300,00  per  month. 

On  October  8,  1902,  I  left  Bakersfield  enroute  to  Lenox,  Iowa, 
where  on  October  15,  1902,  just  one  year  from  the  date  I  practiced 
in  Bakersfield,  I  was  married  to  Nona  Estella  Adams.  We  returned  to 
Bakersfield  on  November  29th,  and  after  one  week  spent  in  a  rooming 
house,  rented  three  additional  rooms  adjoining  our  office  rooms -.in 
the  Galtes  Building,  where  we  began  housekeeping.  Our  daughter, 

Mary  Oneita,  was  born  there  on  December  21,  1903,  and  when  she  was 
about  two  years  of  age  we  moved  our  offices  into  the  Hockheimer 
Building,  fourth  floor,  and  our  residence  to  a  cottage  on  North  Chester 
Avenue.  After  a  few  months  in  that  location  we  moved  in  the  spring 
of  1906,  to  the  Chatom  House  next  door  to  the  W.O.W.  Building  on  18th 
Street.  It  was  a  large  house  and  we  rented  out  some  of  the  rooms. 
During  the  summer  of  1906,  my  sister  Anna  paid  us  a  visit  in  the 
early  part  of  the  summer  and  later  Mrs.  Long  and  Mary  went  to  Iowa 
and  spent  the  remainder  of  the  summer  visiting  relatives  in  and  about 
Lenox.  During  their  absence  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Knapp  and  daughter,  Gertrude, 
lived  in  the  house  and  cared  for  it.  We  then  purchased  a  lot  at 
2305  Truxton  Avenue  and  built  a  house  on  it;  moved  into  it  in 
February, 1907 ,  It  was  in  this  house  that  our  son  was  born  on  June  14, 
1907.  We  lived  in  this  house  but  a  few  months  as  there  were  some 
difficult  legal  complications  which  arose  in  our  dealings  with  the 
contractors  and  we  disposed  of  the  place  at  a  considerable  loss.

We  then  moved  to  2319-19th  Street.  Lived  there  a  few  weeks,  and  in 
February  1908,  moved  to  a  cottage  next  door  to  1715-17th  Street. 

After  six  weeks  we  purchased  the  house  and  lot  at  1715-17th  Street 
and  moved  in,  making  that  our  homo  until  the  fall  of  1937.  Our  dis¬ 
posal  of  that  will  be  referred  to  later.  We  had  an  upper  story  built 
to  this  home  several  years  later. 

In  1910  we  moved  our  office  into  the  W.O.W.  Building  at  the 
corner  of  I  and  18th  Streets,  where  we  stayed  until  1915,  when  we 
moved  into  the  First  National  Bank  Building,  remaining  there  until 
we  established  a  hospital  at  the  corner  of  Truxton  Avenue  and  G  Streets, 
when  we  established  offices  in  the  hospital  building  and  have  ever  since 
conducted  our  office  practice  from  there.  The  story  of  the  hospital 
organization  and  operation  will  be  referred  to  later  in  another  place. 

As  a  General  Practicioner  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  for  the  last 
46  years  in  Kern  County  and  also  having  been  very  active  in  my 
profession,  it  has  been  very  seldom  that  I  have  been  absent  from  my 
duties,  day  or  night,  I  have  been  the  only  homoeopathic  physician 
in  Bakersfield  for  45  years,  and  have  had  moro  opposition  than  I 
would  have  had  otherwise  on  that  account. 

But  as  I  was  a  graduate  of  Pharmacy,  a  registered  pharmacist 
In  this  state  and  had  been  in  a  hospital  in  1897  for  several  years, 
and  had  training  in  both  schools,  this  gave  me  the  advantage  over 
other  doctors,  in  experience.  I  have  not  made  a  speciality  of  major 
surgery,  but  as  to  fractures  or  minor  surgeries,  and  injured  or  sick 
patients,  I  have  been  well  prepared,  operating  and  running  the 
Bakersfield  Emergency  Hospital  for  about  twenty  years  has  been  an 
extensive  and  varied  experience  to  me. 

I  gave  anesthetics  for  many  doctors  (I  have  given  15,000 
anesthetics)  for  years  and  was  doing  an  extensive  practice. 

In  1918  when  the  flu  was  so  prevalent,  we  made  as  many  as  sixty 
calls  a  day,  prescribing  for  at  least  120  patients,  I  had  very  re- 
markablo  success  in  handling  the  flu.  I  did  not  lose  any  cases  that 
followed  our  instructions.  Many  cases  I  first  saw  in  a  dying 
condition. 

When  I  opened  the  Bakersfield  Emergency  Hospital,  it  came  as  a 
surprise  to  many  of  the  citizens  to  see  me  take  this  agressive  step, 

I  could  not  have  succeeded  except  I  had  a  very  large  following  at  the 
time . 

Tho  new  Emergency  Hospital  was  much  noeded  in  Bakerofield.  At 
this  timo  automobile  accidents  became  more  numerous  and  occurred  at 
hours  when  physicians  could  not  always  be  found.  Those  who  opposed 
us,  predicted  we  would  close  our  doors  in  one  year.  But,  by  the  end 
of  the  second  year  we  were  compelled  to  add  an  addition  to  the 
building.  This  developed  a  jealousy  which  seemed  to  be  general  from 
other  hospitals.  Those  who  had  financial  interests  in  other  hospitals 
went  to  great  lengths  to  twist  facts  that  v/ould  injure  the  reputation 
of  the  hospital  we  were  operating.  We  did  our  best  for  all  patients 
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putting  in  many  hours  that  all  might  receive  good  service*  In  1925 
I  took  in  0^0,000.00  cash,  but  the  hospital  was  meeting  all  kinds  of 
opposition.  They  brought  to  bear  all  the  influence  they  could  control 
in  opposing  our  work. 

My.  trouble  with  the  powers  that  be  in  our  city  began  to  show  open 
hostility  back  in  1914.  I  was  on  a  committee  to  "clean-up1'  Bakersfield. 
The  saloons  greatly  outnumbered  the  business  houses.  Four  saloon  owners 
came  to  me  to  ask  that  I  drop  the  pressure  against  the  saloons. 

When  these  four  men  called  at  my  office  and  requested  me  to  drop  r 
the  Club,  I  was  nice  to  them,  told  them  it  had  been  a  pleasure  for  me 
to  attend  their  families  and  that  I  would  be  glad  t o  do  the  same  in 
the  future  and  told  them  I  would  allow  them  to  do  as  their  conscience 
dictated  in  the  future  in  carrying  out  their  policies,  and  that  I  also 
retained  the  right  to  carry  out  my  own  personal  policies  as  my 
conscience  dictated,  as  that  was  the  right  of  American  citizens.  This 
was  not  taken  as  kindly  as  it  was  offered,  for  on  the  other  hand,  those 
opposed  to  the  Club  made  it  a  personal  matter  to  direct  a  personal 
effort  to  injure  the  members  of  the  Club  as  was  in  their  power  and 
they  had  the* majority  at  that  time  and  used  it  to  oppose  and  oppress 
those  who  had  the  principles  to  oppose  them.  In  my  practice  I  had 
always  been  ready  to  make  day  or  night  calls  to  those  who  called  on  me 
and  I  had  developed  a  very  good  following  in  my  profession  in  the 
eastern  half  of  West  Bakersfield,  east  of  Chester  Avenue,  and  was 
making  four  or  five  calls  daily  east  of  Chester  Avenue.  From  that  time 
on,  in  the  next  ton  years,  after  taking  this  independent  stand  I  did 
not  make  one-half  dozen  calls  east  of  Chester  Avenue  in  the  saloon 
district , 

But  as  this  was  just  before  prohibition  came  into  order'  I  found 
other  clients  in  the  better  districts  of  the  City  to  apply  my  time 
and  professional  efforts,  so  when  the  days  of  prohibition  did  arrive 
I  had  a  good  following  among  a  better  and  more  dignified  clientele  and 
came  out  the  winner  in  the  contest. 

But  from  that  time  to  this,  even  though  they  have  lost  the  power 
to  dictate  matters  they  still  hold  that  grudge  against  those  who 
opposed  them  in  their  efforts  to  set  the  power  to  dictate. 

And,  it  has  been  less  than  one  month  ago,  in  March  1947,  that 
when  in  a  mixed  gathering  as  someone  questioned  something  I  had  said 
they  answered,  "Oh,  you  are  a  long  hair,  we  won't  take  your  part  in 
any  action".  That  is  what  they  called  us  in  those  past  years,  which 
was  supposed  to  represent  an  outcast. 

About  1915,  they  started  a  false  story  about  me,  without  any 
foundation  in  fact,  but  it  was  at  a  time  when  I  was  about  to  be  re¬ 
appointed  City  Health  Officer,  and  through  this  scandal  I  failed  to 
get  the  appointment.  So  that  is  their  method,  never  asleep  when  a 
"long  hair"  is  under  fire  and  they  influence  your  own  friends  against 
you  unwittingly,  even  your  family  sometimes. 

Persecutions  were  carried  on  by  other  hospitals  and  their 
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associated  interests  which  consisted  of  some  doctors,  hospitals  and 
undertakers,  who  had  interest  (financial  interest)  in  some  of  the 
hospitals  ♦ 

One  medical  man  in  Bakersfield  made  the  remark  that  there  was 
more  falsehoods  told  about  the  Bakersfield  Emergency  hospital, than 
was  made  about  any  institution  in  Kern  County. 

The  following  are  only  a  sample  of  the  efforts  that  were  made 
to  hinder  our  personal  and  hospital  work:  In  1926  a  letter  was 
written  from  Bakersfield  (we  had  no  way  of  knowing  who)  that  I  had 
done  $350, 000,00  cash  in  the  last  year  in  my  work.  When  the  tax  man 
talked  to  me  about  it  I  said  that  all  the  doctors  in  Kern  County  had 
not  done  more  than  that  amount  of  cash  work.  I  told  him  I  had  reported 
to  him  to  tho  best  of  my  knowledge,  just  what  work  I  had  done  and  gave 
him  access  to  all  of  my  cancelled  bank  checks,  gave  him  all  the 
cancelled  checks  on  two  banks,  and  after  four  years  later  they  reported 
on  these  accounts  and  added  $68.00  to  tho  amount  and  it  must  of  cost 
them  $1,000, oo  to  pay  for  the  checking  up  of  tho  books.  In  1928,  some 
one  of  these  interests  reportod  to  the  State  Board  of  Medical  Examiners 
that  I  did  nbt  have  my  name  on  our  hospital  and  was  using  the 
Bakersfield  Emergency  on  my  hospital  to  deceive  the  public  and  to  get 
trade.  By  this  jealousy  shown,  they  were  afraid  they would  not  get  their 
share  and  that  some  other  would  make  a  living  and  have  a  place  in  the 
sun. 


The  facts  were  that  I  had  my  name  and  my  degree  and  all  those  on 
the  staff,  and. their  degrees,  on  all  my  hospital  and  literature,  more 
than  any  hospital  in  the  County,  but  they  cited  me  to  go  before  the 
Board  of  Medical  Examiners,  There  seemed  to  be  collusion  between  local 
associated  interests  and  the  State  representatives  of  the  California 
State  Board  of  Medical  Examiners,  Their  aim  wa3  to  get  rid  of  their 
competitors,  either  by  fair  or  foul  means. 

Their  intentions  were  to  have  the  hospital  closed  and  my  license 
as  a  physician,  cancelled  and  would  have  done  so  had  I  allowed  them 
the  freedom  of  going  up  to  the  Board  without  my  interests  being  pro¬ 
tected.  I  had  my  attorneys  go  to  the  State  Board  meetings  and  we  were 
in  Los  Angeles  with  my  attorneys  and  somo  of  the  staff,  for  one  week 
to  get  it  before  the  State  Board.  We  used  their  own  witnesses  and 
defeated  them,  but  at  a  groat  cost,  financially,  besides  the  publicity 
that  the  enemies  put  forth,  did  mo  no  good.  But  I  had  my  friends  and 
supporters  and  they  were  loyal  and  many  announced  their  contempt  at 
the  action  of  the  interests. 

We  are  enclosing  in  this  history,  the  statements  made  by  friends 
and  representative  business  and  professional  men,  as  to  the  matter. 
There  were  thousands  of  them,  but  we  only  use  a  few. 

But  when  the  major  depression  in  1929  came  upon  the  public,  and 
the  politics  of  Kern  County, and  when  the  Korn  County  Supervisors  spoke 
out  before  tho  people  that  if  they  wero  elected  to  the  office  of 
Supervisor,  they  would  give  tho  people  free  modical  service  and  free 
hospital,  and  it  was  generally  advertised  to  that  effect  in  the  daily 
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papers, thoy  at  that  time  did  not  have  emergency  service  at  night; 
so  as  our  hospital  was  always  open  to  the  public  and  gave  immediate 
attention  to  all  who  came  to  our  hospital,  they  would  come  to  the 
hospital  at  night  and  I  would  have  to  spend  from  ^50.00  to 
on  them  and  the  next  morning  they  would  go  out  to  the  Kern  General 
Hospital  and  would  nover  pay  their  bill  that  was  due  to  my  hospital 
and  to  me  for  my  services. 

At  one  period  of  time,  1937,  ninety  per  cent  of  the  hospital¬ 
ization  in  Kern  County,  was  done  at  the  Korn  General. 

In  1936,  through  the  collusion  of  certain  relatives  of  patients, 
physicians  and  attorneys  combined  their  power  to  get  somo  money  from 
the  doctor, who  had  worked  to  the  best  of  his  pov/er  and  efficiency  to 
save  the  life  of  the  patient  whose  relatives  did  seemingly  unwittingly 
do  those  things  that  were  the  undoing  of  the  patient,  making  it. im¬ 
possible  for  tho  medical  service  to  do  good  work  and  blaming  on  him, 
what  they  admitted  v/as  done  by  them. 

Two  witnesses  took  the  witness  stand  and  swore  that  I  had  admitted 
fault  of  the  condition.  However  false  this  was,  there  were  two  against 
one  and  the  'Judge  seemed  to  fall  for  their  side  and  accept  their  state¬ 
ments  as  facts  that  I  knew  were  false  so  my  attorneys  advised  me  to 
compromise, which  may  have  been  a. mistake.  When  I  fell  back  on  my 
insurance  carrier  we  found  that  they  had  become  insolvent  and  c  ould  do 
nothing  for  me  and  I  had  to  carry  the  expense  of  tho  defense  myself. 

Finally  it  came  to  the  knowledge  of  a  friend  of  mine,  a  State 
Senator,  who  suggested  to  me  that  I  go  to  the  Governor  in  the  matter, 
and  he  and  I  went  to  the  Governor  and  tho  State  Senator  told  him  that 
I,  and  my  hospital,  had  done  more  charity  work  than  any  other  hospital 
in  the  County,  and  he  further  believed  I  had  had  an  erronious  decision 
and  suggested  the  Governor  look  into  the  matter  and  make  any  correction 
ho  found  necessary.  Later  this  same  Senator  went  with  me  before  the 
California  Board  of  Medical  Examiners,  and  after  being  brought  before 
them  they  gave  me  a  unanimous  vote  to  give  me  clearance  and/  return  to 
my  life  vocation.  I  had  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  this  Senator  did  all 
this  from  his  sincere  belief  that  there  had  been  a  wrong  done  mo,  either 
through  not  getting  the  facts  clearly  bofore  tho  court,  or  perhaps 
unwittingly . 

The  State  Board  of  Medical  Examiners  came  to  inspect  the  hospital 
and  pronouncod  it  all  right  and  made  the  statement  that  local  jealousies 
of  hospitals,  doctors  and  local  selfish  interests,  probably  financial, 
were  the  possible  responsibility  for  tho  unusual  agitation  and  critic¬ 
ism  against  the  Bakersfield  Emergency  Hospital.  \ 

However,  we  were  the  most  reasonable  in  charges  than  any 
hospital  in  tho  County,  we  were  charged  that  we  were  excessive  in  our 
charges  and  wo  were  always  there  to  caro  for  the  patient  which  was  one 
of  our  best  assets  and  giving  the  patient  tho  best  treatment  and  care 
possible,  and  at  once  was  favorable  for  our  pleasing  those  who  camo  for 
service.  And  they  roceived  this  care,  whether  they  had  money  in  thoir 
pocket  or  not*  Wo  have  thousands  voluntary  recommendations  and 
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favorable  commendations,  but  we  doubt  whether  we  will  have  the  room  in 
this  short  history  to  include  them. 

We  have  had  extensive  experience  in  Professional  work  and  medicine 
and  drugless  methods,  and  there  are  some  good  methods  in  exorcise  and 
habits  that  will  aid  in  accomplishing  results  and  help  nature  return  the 
human  body  to  normal,  yes,  radiant  health. 

I  have  graduated  in  Pharmacy  and  have  practiced  and  studies 
medicine  for  the  last  fifty-two  years  and  most  of  the  time  I  have  been 
very  active  in  the  work.  Am  registered  as  Physician  and  as  a  pharmacist 
in  California,  am  an  alumnus  of  the  University  of  California  in  Berkeley, 
spent  two  years  in  a  hospital  as  nurse  in  Fresno,  California. 

Managed  and  operated  the  Bakersfield  Emergency  Hospital  for  almost 
twenty  years  and  before  opening  the  Hospital  I  had  practiced  medicine 
in  Bakersfield  about  twenty  years,  and  at  the  time  I  went  into  the 
Hospital  I  had  been  collecting  from  fifteen  to  eighteen  dollars  per 
month.  When  I  made  the  change  into  the  Hospital  I  had  these  many  years 
of  experience  in  the  work  and  had  a  very  good  following  and  a  very 
active  practice  in  giving  advise  to  the  sick  and  injured,  took  pains 
to  keep  posted  in  all  the  ways  possible  to  aid  my  patients  by  up-to-date 
apparatus  in  therapeutics,  and  every  other  method  that  would  help  the 
return  of  radiant  health  to  my  patients,  for  which  I  am  proud.  If  there 
was  anything  that  would  help  my  patients  back  to  health  wo  did  not 
hesitate  to  get  and  use  it,  when  so  to  do  was  expensive,  but  it  helped 
efficiency  on  my  part  and  we  have  always  been  careful  so  if  not  able  to 
aid  our  patients,  were  careful  not  to  injure  them  by  over  treatment,  or 
wrong  treatment.  In  doing  this  wo  developed  a  fine  sense  of  judgment  in 
the  care  of  our  patients,  a  judgment  that  can  only  be  tempered  with  a 
wide  experience  in  caring  for  the  sick  and  injured, 

I  had  the  reputation  of  a  successful  practitioner  while  in  general 
practice, and  had  a  good  reputation  as  being  a  successful  manager  of  a 
hospital  which  covered  about  forty  years  of  my  time  in  Kern  County. 
However,  successful  or  activo  opposition  were  busy  using  all  the  power 
they  could  master  to  influence  all  comers  against  our  interests,  and 
they  did  not  hesitate  to  uso  any  method,  right  or  wrong,  to  accomplish 
their  ends  and  if  any  were  in  their  way  it  was  the.ir  method  to  crush 
thorn  if  there  was  no  other  way  out. 

Yes,  wo  received  threats.  In  1935  wo  received  a  letter  through 
the  mail  demanding  payment  of  $18,000,00  and  to  be  delivered  on  a 
certain  day  in  the  near  future  and  this  demand  was  repeated  within  a 
week,  when  I  did  not  respond  to  their  desires.  It  was  quite  a  compli- 
ment,  but  I  did  not  have  the  money.  They  wanted  $10,000  in  $10.00  bills 
and  the  balance  in  $5.00  bills.  Received  three  of  such  demands  over  a 
year's  time.  Had  notified  the  District  Attorney,  but  requested  him  not 
to  do  anything  if  it  went  no  further.  The  last  time  they  threatened 
my  life  if  I  did  not  respond  to  thoir  request. 

Again,  I  was  seeing  some  patients  into  the  automobile  in  the 
alley-way  and  as  they  department  I  turned  around  and  a  man  in  the  dark 
alley  demanded  I  give  him  $1,500.00  or  he  would  shoot  me.  I  asked  him 
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his  name.  When  ho  told  me,  I  told  him  I  would  not  give  him  fifteen 

cents,  and  if  he  shot  me  it  would  do  him  no  good  and  he  would  have  to 

answer  to  the  District  Attorney  in  tho  matter.  He  did  nothing  more 
about  it,  and  I  have  never  met  him  since.  It  was  a  blackmail  attempt. 

I  have  been  accused  of  being  a  drug  addict,  of  which  it  would  be 

plain  to  bo  seen  that  I  was  not,  as  I  never  at  any  time  have  taken  any 

drugs  of  any  kind  as  a  habit.  In  fact,  very  little  medicine,  have  I 
taken.  I  havo  tried,  and  think  I  have  succeeded  in  eating  the  proper 
food  to  retain  my  health.  At  different  times  and  on  numerous  occasions 
I  havo  been  accused  of  being  intoxicated,  which  was  only  a  falso 
accusation  without  any  foundation.  It  was  silly  again  showing  their 
insincerity. 

They  accused  tho  superintendent  of  our  hospital  of  being  an  addict 
of  drugs  which  had  no  foundation  in  fact.  There  were  many  other  efforts 
made  through  false  statements  followed  by  accusations,  but  wo  paid  no 
attention  until  it  was  a  threat  to  our  work  in  my  private  practice  and 
hospital  work. 

We  have  frequently  made  the  statement  that  we  havo  probably  given 
one  million  dollars  worth  of  professional  service  in  my  practice  and 
have  collected  half  of  it,  and  that  someone  has  taken  eight-tenths  of 
it  from  mo,  either  through  investments  or  other  methods,  but  I  believe 
I  havo  still  enough  left  to  take  care  of  myself  and  family,  if  we  donft 
live  too  long. 

If  loft  alone,  I  am  by  nature  rather  co-operative.  In  my  career 
I  have  always  had  a  following  who  gavo  ever  a  good  fooling  that  I  had 
done  my  work  well  e.nd  conscientiously.  I  havo  their  loyalty  now.  Just 
as  I  had  loyalty,  I  too,  had  some  people  who  were  ready  with  persecution 
blackmail,  slander  and  even  had  some  personal  attacks.  These  unwanted 
and  undesirable  occasions  always  emanated  from  causes  due  to  opposition 
to  my  professional  policies.  This  opposition  I  never  would  recognize. 

I  did  my  work  as  I  saw  it  best,  for  patient  and  hospital.  The  make-up 
of  this  opposition  was  such  that  to  appease "them  would  mean  my  own  fall. 
They  were  bullies  and  they  were  accordingly,  only  bluffing  and  they  did 
not  succeed.  I  kept  my  head  up  and  were  I  to  have  the  chanco  to  do  it 
again,  I  would  gladly  do  so. 

Financially  it  cost  mo  some  $25,000' to  fight  them  and  their  un¬ 
successful,  and  s olfish  motives .  It  was,  in  my  opinion,  a  fortune  well 
spent  * 

In  the  loss  of  my  only  son,  Hugh,  I  also  spent  another  $25,000  for 
every  medical  and  hospital  care  that  was  available.  Place,  care  and 
expense  meant  nothing  to  me.  It  did  give  me  a  chance  to  make  compar¬ 
isons  botweon  my  hospital  and  others.  The  cost  to  my  patients  was 
exceedingly  low  compared  to  the  San  Francisco  hospitals  I  patronized 
for  my  son,  Hugh.  The  medical  service  I  gave  was  always  as  good  as  any 
that  could  bo  procured  elsewhere  -  consultants  I  always  called. 

No,  tho  opposition  was  always  beaten,  beaten  becauso  of  the 
righteousness ' of  my  cause  and  of  tho  ever  present  patient  interest  of 
my  staff  -mo. 
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Ono  of  tho  factors  that  ultimately  caused  me  to  rid  myself  of 
my  hospital,  was  the  policy  of  the  Kern  General  Hospital  to  admit  all 
taxpayers  of  Kern  County  free.  This  slowly  took  away  from  all  of  us 
our  daily  bread.  In  time,  at  the  taxpayers  expense,  the  Kern  General 
Hospital  took  90  per  cent  of  all  the  hospitalized  patients  of  the 
County,  Naturally,  I  and  my  hospital,  suffered  along  with  the  rest 
of  tho  agencies  who  were  in  the  business  of  catering  to  the  sick  and 
needy. 

If  I  could  not  give  of  the  best,  I  would  not  give  anything. 
Whatever  I,  and  my  hospital  did,  was  always  of  tho  best, 

Happy  I  am,  that  I  can  always  state  with  truth,  my  patient  always 
got  first  call.

Second:  Unsanitation,  The  lid  on  the  refuge  can  in  the  yard 
has  nothing  to  do  with  the  technique  of  the  surgery.  Four  Hundred  and 
Seventy  years  B.C,  Hippocrates  made  an  oath;  MI  will  Not  Cut  Persons 
Laboring  Under  The  Stone1',  But  Will  Leave  This  To  Be  Done  By  Men  Who 
are  Practitioners  of  this  Work",  When  in  doubt  Dr.  Long  always  calls 
men  to  help  him  whom  ho  believes  to  bo  competent.  Since  the  Hospital 
has  opened  I  have  done  a  portion  of  the  Surgery  and  have  not  had  an 
infection. 

Third:  Extorting • money .  From  Whom?  Even  as  a  carpenter,  a 
laborer,  or  a  clergyman,  the  Dr,  too,  is  worthy  of  compensation 
commensurate  to  the  services ‘rendered.  The  patients  who  have  means 
usually  prearranged  the  fees.  The  paupers  from  whom  he  attempts  to  get 
security  usually  have  nothing,  and  my  experience  with  the  Emergency 
Hospital  is  that  Dr.  Long  more  often  gets  promises  than  money.  But  one 
thing  that  I  have  known  about  Dr.  S,  C.  Long  is.  That  regardless  of  the 
hour  of  the  night-the  distance  from  home  nor  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather  have  any  influence  in  making  him  defer  calls,  nor  does  ho  ask 
who  the  patient  is  nor  where  his  money  is  coming  from  until  he  has  them 
safely  in  the  Hospital,  given  first  aid  and  made  them  comfortable.
